Apany, June 24.—To any one who talks 
for half an hour with different members of 
the Legislature in the Administraion ranks, it 
must become evident that the need of agree- 
ment upon candidates is imperative, Already 
some of the men who have been voting 
steadily for Depew are faltering and one 
of them said to-day that, unless his 
vote increased by the middle of next week, he 
thould be inclined to favor the substitution of 
another candidate for the long term. There 
are 15 or 18 members who would be Conkling 
men if they dared, but who do not 
dare do more than hide behind hopeless 
candidates, while if they were honestly de- 
sirous of bringing this tight to a close they 
would vote for Depew. On the other side 
there are nearly 18 or 20 of them whose votes 
are cast for Depew, who constantly refuse to 
vote for Wheeler, partly because they aremore 
pnxious to have Depew elected than to see 


Wheeler succeed. All are waiting for the 
critical moment when six or eight votes will 
elect, and that moment is a, de- 
ferred by their very hesitancy. any of the 
ttragglers have gone home, and if their con- 
Btituents are at all desirous of seeing Senators 
elected they can help on the result by impart- 
Ing backbone to some very gelatinous creatures. 
‘he investigation into the alleged bribery of 
Bradley is ended and the report is anticipated. 
The committee decided to-day that the lawyers 
who made the investigation for them must 
Eubmit their points next Tuesday. The report 
will come in, it is supposed, as soon as Conk- 
ling sees fit to allow his members of the com- 
mittee to submit it. Whenit is in, Bradley 
can only appear asa self-accused bribe-taker 
and the accuser of Senator Sessions, without 
having been able to substantiate his charge 
egainst the Senator. If the members who are 
expected to vote for Mr. Depew wait to be con 
vineed or their course decided by the report of 
the committee, they certainly wait for an 
epinion and not for facts, as the 
facts are all familiar. Some wag about 
town to-night started the Stalwarts 
by cireulating the report that the Administra- 
tion men had “ fixed things’ for the joint 
assembly to-morrow, so that two Senators 
would surely be elected. The only foundation 
for this story 5 gy to be offers of trifling 
wagers at one of the hotels by a well-known 
Brooklyn politician that such a programme 
was to be carried out, and thatit would be 
rendered possible by the success the Adminis- 
tration men had had in making their pairs 
with a Democrat and a Stalwart in every in- 
stance. Senator Robertson does not antici- 
pate any such event as an election by surprise 
or ina thin convention. The Stalwarts, who 
were much agitated by the report, have no 
reason to be, for in the conference held a 
few nights ago with Conkling, they alli agree 
that if there was at any time a prospect of an 
election by a thin Assembly, they were to 
withdraw in a body and spoil the quorum. 
Senator Conkling and Gen. Arthur went to 
New-York at 2:40 o’clock this afternoon. The 
ex-Senator will return on Sunday night by the 
Troy boat. It is not known when the Vice- 
President will return to the battle-field. 
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THE TWENTY-SIXTH BALLOT. 
fENATORS IN A JOKING MOOD — LITTLE 
CHANGE IN THE VOTING. 

ALBANY, June 24— The stubbornness 
with which the half-breeds or Administration 
men last night insisted upon having a Demo- 
crat and Stalwart to complete a pair made it 
impossible to perfect several intended arrange- 
ments by which members could go home, 
and instead of being reduced to about 
L00, the attendance of voting members 
was this-morning in joint assembly 187. 
There were no features in the proceedings 
thet distinguished them from the proceedings 
on other days in this week. The Lieutenant- 
Governor, pale and shadowy, but growing 
stronger with each day of the dead-lock, 
walked in armin arm with the Sergeant-at 


Arms, and up to his place in the Speaker’s desk, 
to recite the now familiar formula, direeting 
the convention to proceed to the election of 
Senators to fill the places of Roscoe Conkling 
nnd Thomas C. Platt, resigned. 

The Senate, ‘Sin the pit,’”’? as somebody ob- 
gerved to-day, is frolicksome. Senator Mad- 
den, off at the left, is joking in a tone of voice 
audible all over the house. Senator Eidman, 
who casts ‘‘ Jakey’’ Patterson’s vote for Conk- 
ling and Platt, leans over to ask Senator 
Schroeder what these ‘* feather-heads”’ are; he 
don’t understand theterm. ‘ Neither do I,” 
retorts Senator Madden, stroking his gray 
beard, while there is a merry twinkle in his 
eye as he goes on. ‘‘Nor do I know

Senator Eid- 
man joining in the leugh against himself. 
Senator Madden is rallied about his alterca- 
tion with Conkling last night. ‘‘ All true, 
clear through, and I don’t take back a word of 
it,”? he replies. When the roll is called and 
his name is reached, he rises and says: ‘'I 
sroposé this morning to vote for John 

oach.” He has had a dozen candidates 
for Conkling’s place, and takes pleasure in 
ctomplimenting his friends. Senator Forster, 
who was paired with Senator Astor, votes for 
Hoskins on the long term call, and afterward 
for the short term. Senator ‘Loomis, who has 
gone away, has made several able pairs. For 
to-day he has tied up with Catlin, Democrat, 
and Senator Williams, Stalwart; for to-mor- 
row he is coupled with Senator Murtha, Demo- 
crat, and Senator Williams, and on Monday 
his pair is with Mr. Niles, Democrat, and Sen- 
ator Strahan, Stalwart. Senator Mills drops 
Lapham as a candidate, and votes for Cor- 
nell. he only other change of candidates is 
that of Mr. Van Buren, who votes for Lapham, 
instead of Wheeler, The vote shows that 
Wheeler is ahead of all candidates, having 45 
votes, while Conkling has 30, Lapham 13, Hos- 
kins 2, Cornell 1, Folger 1, Roach 1, and 
Potter 44. 

On the second call of the roll there are 
pniy a few changes. Senator Forster votes 
for Hoskins, Mr. Boardman drops Hoskins 
for Cornell, and Mr. Palmer leaves Cornell, 
to vote for Hoskins. The Clerk makes the 
mistake, when he reaches the name of Mr. 
Carpenter, of Suffolk, of calling out ‘‘ EB. A. 
Platt,’ and provokes a scream of laughter. 
The announcement is made: Depew, 45; Platt, 

7; Cornell, 7; Crowley, 5; Hoskins, 4; Lap- 
ham, 3; Tremain, 1; Kernan, 45. Wheeler 
and Depew are even, many members still per- 
sisting in voting for one and refusing to vote 
for the other. Twenty-six ballots have been 
tuken and still there is no result except a 
flead-lock, with the prospect of a continuance 
pf that dead-lock for an indefinite period.

CONEKLING FOR RULE OR RUIN. 
ONE MAN’S EGOTISM AND RECKLESSNESS 

CAUSING DIVISION AND PERHAPS DIS- 

ASTER. 


ALBANY, June 23.—.After nearly four 
weeks’ balloting to fill the vacancies in the 
United States Senate, the situation may be 
summed up as follows: The members of the 
Legislature have at last resolved themselves 
into three divisions or parties. The first divi- 
sion embraces the Administration Republicans, 
who have shown during the balloting that they 
number, when they are all present, 58 united 
members, or 5 more than a majority of all the 
Republicans in the Legislature. These men 
are all sincerely desirous of carrying out the 
wishes of the people of the State and 
filing the two vacancies before the 
adjournment of the Legislature. They 
only ask that the candidates for these 
vacancies shall be true Republicans and sup- 
The 
second division embraces the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legislature, 54in number, whose 
only object, of course, is to elect or omit to 
elect, according as it may be, in their opinion, 
most advantageous to their party. They have 
given up all hope, if they ever entertained 
any, of an alliance with either division of the 
Republicans by which they might secure one 
of the vacant Senatorships, and the only re- 
course left them is to get an adjournment sine 
die as soon as possible, in the hope that the 
next Legislature will be Democratic, and en- 
able them to fill both vacancies. The third 
and last division embraces the Coskling men, 
or ‘‘Stalwarts’’ as they still delight to call 
themselves, though their stalwartism would 
appear to outsiders to consist in abject 
and silavigh submission to the unrea- 
sonable demands of a selfish autocrat, 
This division numbers, all told, 833 members, or 
about one-fifth of the entire Legislature, and less 
than one-third of the Republican portion of it. 
it would be hard to tell what the men compos- 
ing this division desire or expect at the present 
time, unless it is to demoralizs and break up 
the Republican Party in this State. When the 
balloting first commenced they undoubtedly 
had some slight hope of re-electing Conkling 
and Platt—at least the first named—but they 
ean have no hope of that kind now, and, in 
fact, do not pretend to have. Noris there any 
ground for them to hope or expect that they 
could do it by a new Legislature elected 
next Fall, or by an extra session of 
the present Legislature, called together 
for that purpose at any time between 
this and the next election. The constantly 
increasing instead of decreasing opposition to 
Mr. Conkling among the reople of the State 
ought to convince them of the absurdity of 
such a hope. What, then, do they desire or 
expect, unless itbe to prevent the election of 
any Republican to the vacant Senatorships 
and turn them over to the Democrats? It has 
come to be with them, as with their leader, a 
question of rule or ruin. ‘‘ [f Conkling cannot 
be elected no other Republican shall be.” 
This is plainly the language of Mr. Conkling 
and his band of 33 “Stalwarts;” there is no 
mistaking it, and the people ought to under- 
stand it. If Mr. Conkling would with- 
draw from the field both vacancies could 
be filled by good Republicans in 24 hours. 
Why does he not withdraw? Does he still 
hope to be re-elected himself? He knows it to 
be impossible. On him and on him alone, 
whose egotism, vanity, and selfishness gave 
rise to all this trouble, rests the responsibility 
of its longer continuance. The 58 Republican 
members of the Legislature who have voted 
for Mr. Depew are ready now and will be 
ready next week, if Mr. Conkling will with- 
draw, to vote for any Republican whom the 
Stalwarts may name to fill Mr. Conkling’s 
place, provided his 33 adherents will cast their 
votes for a candidate whom a majority of the 
other 73 Republicans in the Legislature may 
name. It is known that a majority of 
the 33 would be glad, individually, to 
accept such a proposition and to force 
Mr. Conkiing to withdraw, but no 
one of his infatuated and bamboozled 
followers appears to have courage enough to 
ask him to get out of the way or to make an 
independent movement to force him out. They 
are, however, getting more and more restive 
under the Conkliug yoke every day, and are 
beginning to feel, as their master has so often 
telt, that they are ‘‘ humiliated.” Many of the 
**half-breed’’ Republicans are of the opinion 
that the humiliation has about reached its cli- 
max, (or its depth,) and that before the end of 
another week they will make an effort to vin- 
dicate their title to the name of ‘‘Stalwart’’ by 
standing on their feet and exercising a mind 
of theirown, If this should prove to beso, 
the end of the Senatorial contest is not far off.

VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS WHO OPs 
POSE WICKHAM’S PLANS. 
EXPRESSIONS OF OPINION FROM ALL PARTS 
OF THE STATE—THE REPUBLICANS AL- 
MOST UNANIMOUSLY IN FAVOR OF THE 
READJUSTER TICKET—GEN. WICKHAM’S 

COURSE CONDEMNED. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The unanimous 
opinion of the Virginia Republicans who met 
in this city yesterday shows that Gen. Wick- 
ham’s plan for a straight-out Republican nom- 
ination does not meet with much favor, and 
that the great bulk of the party are heartily in 
sympathy with the Mahone movement. The 
views of the following-named gentlemen con- 
clusively illustrate the sentiment of the Repub- 
lican voters of the State: 


The Hon. J. W. Southward, of Henrico 
County, ex-member of the Legislature and 
for many years Chairman of the Republican 
County Committee, said that the Republican 
Committee of that county are unanimous in 
support of the Liberal ticket, and in this repre- 
sent the determination of nearly 1,500 votes, 
cast for Gariield in the late election. 

C. Douglas Gray, of Rockingham County, 
for years Chaiiman of the Republican County 
Committee, said that of the 530 votes cast for 
Garfield in the last election there are not 10 
that will not be cast for the Liberal ticket, and 
that he has every reason to believe four-fifths 
of all the Republicans of the Seventh Congres- 
sional District will do likewise. 

Harry Libbey, a merchant of Hampton, 
Secretary of the Second Congressional District 
(Dezendorf’s) Republican Committee, said that 
the Republicans of Elizabeth City County, 
polling 1,200 votes for Garfield, are unanimous 
in support of the Biberal ticket, and that 
nearly all the Republican voters of that dis- 
trict are in favor of the Liberal ticket. 

The Hon. Job Hauxhurst, Chairmen of the 
Republican Committee of Fairfax County and 
ex-member of the Legislature, said there were 
1,398 votes cast for Garfield in that county, 
and that he knows of only four Republicans 
who do not sustain the Liberal ticket. ‘This 
statement was corroborated by Mr. William 
Creed and several other leading Republicans 
from that county. 

The Hon. James H. Clements, of Ports- 
mouth, Republican member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention and one of the organizers of 
the Republican Party in Virginia, stated that 
he was satisfied from observation and corre- 
spondence that, with an untrammeled expres- 
sion, nine-tenths of the Republican voters of 
Portsmouth and Norfolk would favor the Lib- 
eral ticket and oppose a straight-out nomina- 
tion by the Republican Party. 

Judge Thomas B. Claiborn, of Franklin 
County, ex-Republican member of the Legis- 
lature, said the Republicans of his county were 
solia for the’ Liberal or Readjuster ticket. 
Should a straight-out ticket be put in the field 
it would not get a vote in that county unless 
purchased, and he believed a straight-out 
ticket could not get 100 votes in his Congres- 
sional district. 

W. A. Pattee, Postmaster at Warrenton, for 
many years Chairman of the Republican Com- 
mittee of Fauquier County, having organized 
the party there, statedthat the Republicans ot 
that county were unanimous, as far as he 
could ascertain, in favor of the Liberal move- 
ment and opposed to a convention, but were 
willing to send representatives to the proposed 
convention in the interest of harmonizing con- 
flicting sentiment that may exist elsewhere. 
a Republican vote in his county is about 

3200, 

Col. H. D. B. Clay, a leading Republican and 
substantial farmer of James City County, 
states that a large majority of the Republicans 
of that county were in favor of supporting the 
Libera] ticket and opposed to a straight-out 
ticket being put in the field. 

Capt. J. M. Sloan, Republican Sheriff of 
Mecklenburg County, said he knew of only one 
Republican in his county whois opposed tothe 
Liberal ticket. He thoughta Republican con- 
vention might accomplish good by indors- 
ing the Liberal ticket, which he believed would 
earry his county by 2,500 majority. This 
statement was corroborated by R. P. Hughes, 
reecéntly re-elected Clerk of the Courts of 
Mecklenburg by the Republican Party. 

The Hon. Sampson P. Bailey, Republican 
nominee for Congress in the Eighth District at 
the last election, stated that there were 11 
counties in the district, and that a large ma- 
jority in each of them favored the Liberal 
zaovement; that all will earnestly support 
that ticket if aconvention of the party shall 
decide it proper to do so, and that the Fighth 
District will send a solid delegation to the Re- 
publican Convention in favor of sustaining 
the Liberal movement and ticket, 

The Hon. George H. Southall, of Nottoway 
County, ex-member of the Virginia Legisla- 
ture, and for many years Chairman of the Re- 
publican Committee of that county, stated 
that nearly 1,500 votes were cast for Garfield 
in that county, and that he knows of no Re- 
publicans except.a few appointees of Jorgen- 
sen who are not in favor of sustaining the 
Liberal ticket; and, further, that Dr. Jorgen- 
sen in favoring a straight-out ticket misrepre- 
sents the Republican Party in his section of 
the Fourth District. 

Dr. James FB. Bell, of Princess Anne, ex Re- 
publican Sheriff, claims to know fully the sen- 
timents of the intelligent Republicans, and 
stated that they are in full accord with the 
Liberal movement, and that the colored people 
will unanimously support that movement, if 
not manipulated by the Custom-house ring at 
Norfolk. 

Mr. B. W. Laws, of Alexandria, said that 
nineteen-twentieths of the Republicans in that 
city and county are in favor of the Liberal 
ticket. ' 

Mr. John Lesner, who is now, and has been 
for the past 11 years, the Republican Sheriff 
of Norfolk County, which polls the largest 
vote of any county in the State, said that from 
a careful canvass of Norfolk County, and from 
an intimate acquaintance with the sentiments 
of the Republican voters, he was satisfied that 
the entire Republican Party of that County are, 
with the exception of afew under the control 
of Government officers, united for the Liberal 
ticket. 

C. A. Reynolds, of Tanner’s Creek Town- 
ship, Norfolk County, the home of the Hon, 
J. #. Dezendorf, said the Republicans of that 
county, and particularly of that township, 
are unanimously in favor of the Liberal ticket 
and opposed to a straight-out ticket, and 
that he fully believes that Mr. Dezendorf can- 
not fairly be elected by the Republicans of his 
own home as a delegate to the Republican 
Convention. 

Mr. Lewis W. Webb, of Norfolk City, one 
of the oldest, most respected, and best-known 
Republicans in tide-water Virginia, from a 
full and intimate knowledge of the Repub- 
licans of that city and neighborheod, said 
they are almost unanimously in favor of the 
Liberal ticket. 

The Hon. J. Ambler Smith, late member of 
Congress from the Richmond district, has 
been at Richmond and Petersburg and in sur- 
rounding counties, and finds at least 90 per 
cent. of the white and colored Republicans in 
favor of a coalition with the Liberals, The 
colored people are too deeply impressed with 
the importance of the success of this movement 
to them to be led off or influenced by Wick- 
ham. Wickham hates Mahone, and would see 
every Republican in Virginia destroyed, except 
himself and son, to gratify his hatred of Senator 
Mahone. As Staunton can only be reached by 
Gen. Wickham’s railroad, and is most remote 
from the section that cast the great bulk of the 
vote for Garfield, the purpose of holding the 
convention there was obviously to control the 
delegates and prevent poor colored men from 
attending. He learned from correspondence 
that J “a Alexander Rives and R. W.

is that 95 per cent. of the Republicans favor 
the Liberal ticket and will vote for it. The Re- 
publicans of Richmond are more than four to 
one in favor of it. ‘ 

Mr: H..H. Dyson, of Nottoway, now Second 
Auditor of State. for many years Chairman of 


the Republican County Committee and Sheriff 
for eight years, pad ¢ his county cast about 
1,500 votes for Garfield, of which nine-tenths 
would be cast for the Liberal ticket. This 
county is in Jorgensen’s district, but aside 
from the Federal office-holding influence he 
would have no following in that county or 
district against the coalition. He had care- 
fully sought and received information from 
all parts of the State, and was confident that 
the masses of the Republican Party are nearly 
solid for the Liberal movement. 

Mr. J. T. Kilpatrick, of Portsmouth, was 
the candidate for the Legislature in that city 
last Fail, and was defeated by only one vote. 
He said three-fourths of the Republicans of 
that city favor coalition with the Liberals 
and to be freed from ‘‘ boss’? rule. There is 
a Navy-yard ring in Portsmouth, under one 
Callahan, who publicly threatens to starve 
out Republicans who dare to vote in opposi- 
tion to the straight-outs. Boss Callahan’s 
management of the party reduced the Repub- 
lican vote from 1,036 in November last to 483 
in the May election for astraight-out ticket 
advocated by Mr. Dezendorf, a loss of nearly 
600 votes in six months. 

Mr. I. T. Nichols, of Loudon County, said a 
large majority of the Republicans were sup- 
porting the Liberal ticket. The indorsement 
of that ticket by a convention would make 
that vote solid in Loudon. 

Mr. J. J. McDonald, of Northumberland 
County, a member of the Republican State 
Central Committee, was confident that the en- 
tire northern neck—esight Republican counties 
—would support the Liberal movement and 
unanimously oppose a straight-out ticket. 

J. H. Van Auken, of Petersburg, a member 
of the Legislature for two terms, said there are 
2,300 Republican voters in that city, and less 
than 100 who would not support the Liberal 
ticket. There would not be 20 were it not for 
the influence of Bourbon money and the efforts 
of Dr. Jorgensen. Petersburg has been for 
years the victim of the Mississippi pian in poli- 
ties, until the birth of the Liberal Party. since 
which time elections have been free. The Re- 
publicans are opposed to a straight-out ticket. 

Mr. E. H. Lively, Postmaster of the city of 
Williamsburg, said the Republicans in that 
city and county were in favor of the Liberal 
movement and opposed to a straight-out 
ticket. He believed the Liberal movement was 
just the thing to break up the solid South as a 
political power in the interest of the Bourbon 
Democracy.

A SCARCITY OF LABOR. 
WESTERN RAILROAD COMPANIES SUFFER- 
ING FROM A LACK OF WORKMEN. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Mr. MacLennah, 
of the Treasury Department, who accom- 
panied Commissioner French on his recent 
tour of inspection of the Pacific railroads, re- 
ports that the greatest difficulty is experienced 
by those who are constructing railroads in the 
West in obtaining laborers. There is not only 
a scarcity of white laborers, but a sufficient 


number of Chinese cannot be found to 
meet the pressing demand, On the At- 
lantic and Pacific Road Indians are 
being employed and paid at the rate 


of $2 per day.. On the line of construc- 
tion of the Northern Pacific Road the scarcity 
of laboring men is even greater than on lines 
in course of construction in the South-west. 
This company is prepared to build several 
hundred miles of new road, but their opera- 
tions are retarded by inability to obtain labor- 
ers, and to overcome this a Commissioner is 
said to have been sent to China to arrange for 
procuring laborers from that country. In 
view of this great demand for laborers, it is 
singular that efforts have not been made to 
obtain help from the large cities of the East, 
in many of which large numbers of idle men 
might be found.

THE NEW PENSION COMMISSIONER. 
COL. DUDLEY’S APPOINTMENT APPROVED 
BY THE VETERANS OF THE WAR. 

WasHINGToN, June 24.—The appoint- 
ment of Col. Dudley, of Indiana, to be Com- 
missioner of Pensions seems to meet with the 
approval of those who served in the Union 
Army,‘and particularly with those who are 
pensioners. Since Col. Dudley’s appointment, 
resolutions of indorsement have been recieved 
at the Interior Department from a number of 
Grand Army posts and other organizations of 
soldiers. The new Commissioner served with 
distinction in the Army of the Potomac, and 
lost a leg inaction. Hie will assume his new 
duties on July 1. 

A new order has been issued in regard to 
reliminary testimony in pension cases, which 
it is believed, will tend to facilitate the final 
decision on all new applications. It has been 
the custom not to require the testimony of ex- 
amining surgeons until other testimony had 
been passed upon. An order issued to-day re- 
quires that the testimony of examining sur- 
geons shall be first required, which makes 
necessary the calling for medical testimony in 
thousands of cases now pending.

THE LAND BILL’S PROGRESS

THDIOUS WORK IN THE HOUSE OF 
COMMONS. 

NO EXPECTATION THAT IT WILL BE PASSED 
BEFORE JULY 20—THE FOURTH OLAUSE 
STILL PENDING-—DEMANDS OF TENANTS 
AND LANDLORDS. 

Lonpon, June 24.—Some unimportant 
amendments were made to the Land bill in 
Committee of the House of Commons yester- 
day, and several other amendments were re- 
jected. 


The Times says: ‘‘ The progress of the bill, 
the fourth clause of which is still under dis- 
cussion, is sufficiently tardy to alarm and pro- 
voke those who are specially interested in the 
measure. No obstruction is attempted, and 
no point can be said to be debated dilatorily, 
yet the record of each day’s achievement is 
small. But no settlement of the question can 
be complete and lasting which does not deal 


with a vast number of details, and Parliament 
must be content to go through them steadily, 
without looking fora brilliant rate of speed. 
The realization of the hope that the bill will 
be read for the first time in the House of 
Lords about July 20, depends upon the deter- 
mination of the House of Commons to work 
unflinchingly and resolutely at its task.” 

The Pall Mail Gazette remarks on the dis- 
satisfaction in Ireland at the amendments of 
the Land bill to which the Goveynment has as- 
sented, being almost entirely in favor of the 
landlords, and suggests that the Government, 
having facilitated the progress of the bill by 
announcing these amendments, should an- 
nounce the concessions they are prepared to 
make to the other side. ‘‘ Many persons,” says 
that journal, ‘‘think that the emigration 
clauses should be dropped, but there is little 
doubt that something will have to be done in 
favor of the tenants, both in reference to ar- 
rears and leases,”’ 

The London correspondent of a Manchester 
paper says the deputation of Ulster tenant 
farmers had a conference with the Ulster Lib- 
eral members of Parliament, Thursday, when 
the latter pledged themselves to support 
amendments to the Land bill providing that 
the Land Court shall take into account the 
tenant’s interest in estimating fair rent. 

Mr, Charles Russell, Liberal member for 
Dundalk, has given wotice in the House of 
Commons ofa new clause to the Land bill, 
providing that the Land Court may arrange 
for the settlement of arrears of rent which 
have accrued since 1877, by composition or de- 
ferred payments; that it may, under certain 
circumstances, reinstate a tenant against 
whom an ejectment decree has been obtained, 
and that the Land Commissioners may assist 
such tenant by advances. 

Three more arrests under the Coercien act 
were made in Ireland to-day. 

DUBLIN, June 24.—The Gazetfe contains 
proclamations prohibiting assemblages which 
were to be held at Mitchellstown and Thurles 
for the purpose of obstructing the Sheriff 
while serving writs. 

LONDON, June 25.—The Daily News under- 
stands that the Cabinet Council which is to be 
held to-day will consider the question of pro- 
viding means for accelerating progress on the 
Land bill. It is. believed it will be necessary to 
take the whole of ‘‘ private members’ time” for 
the bill. 

The Standard says that after next week the 
Government will propose to take the whole of 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays for Government 
business. 

The Irish Parliamentary party will give a 
banquet to Mr. Parnell next week, in celebra- 
tion of his thirty-fifth birthday. 

A correspondent at Rome says: ‘‘A prelate 
will start next week on a confidential mission 
from the Pope to Ireland to report the true 
state of affairs. Catholic Bishops in America 
are specially instructed to exhort their flocks 
to abstain from any action calculated to pro- 
mote civil war in Ireland.

FRANCH, ITALY, AND GHRMANY. 
FRIENDLY COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN PARIS 
AND ROME—GERMANY LOOKING ON 
COMPLACENTLY. 

Paris, June 24.—The troubles in Mar- 
seilles have somewhat interfered with the pas- 
sage of Italians to and from America, large 
numbers usually taking that route. 

An Italian delegate to the International 
Monetary Conference, who has returned here, 
declares that Italy absolutely desires the main- 
tenance of good relations with France, and 
considers the recent deplorable manifestations 
in no way injurious to the present good un- 
derstanding. 

Rome, June 24.—There were renewed anti- 
French demonstrations last evening at Mes- 
sina, Turin, and Milan. At the two first 
named places the troops had to be called out, 
Some arrests were made. 

The Fopolo Romano, remarking on the fact 
that to-day is the aniversary of the battle of 
Solferino, when thecombined forces of Italy 
and France defeated the Austrians, says: 
“The memory of the battle should cause the 
two grent peoples to remain united, in spite of 
the Tunis and Marseilles affairs,’’ 

The Diritto says: ‘‘We are informed, on 
good authority, that anexchange of friendly 
communications has been proceeding between 
Paris and Rome, proving the firm determina- 
tion of France and Italy promptly to re-estab- 
lish satisfactory relations.” 

Lonpon, June 24.—A Paris correspondent 
says: ‘‘All ill-feeling between the Italians and 
Frenchmen is being viewed with some com- 
placency in Germany.” The Cologne Gazette 
says: ‘* Should there be war between France 
and Germany, we have a certain ally beyond 
the Alps. The Prussian Government has or- 
dered tho provincial authorities to send de- 
tailed information of the extent and causes of 
emigration, which has, however, slacked in 
some districts.”

Lonpon, June 24.—A Berlin correspond- 
ent says: ‘‘The letter recently addressed to 
the Emperor of Russia and all the high offii- 
cers, assuring them that they have not been 
sentenced to death by the revolutiohists, and 
which is supposed to have emanated from the 
leaders of the ‘Black Division,’ concludes as 
follows: ‘The Executive Committee deem it 
quite umnecessary at present to repeat its 


criminal enterprises, as the measures of the

ANTAGONISM IN THE SOUTH-WEST—THE RE- 
CENT MEETING OF PRESIDENTS. 

DENVER, Col., June 24.—The Denver and 
Rio Grande Railway Company, on Wednesday, 
awarded the contract for grading the line from Red 
Cliff down the Eagle and Grand Rivers, and has 
ordered the forces on the South Platte to be in- 
creased and the construction pressed forward be- 
tween Acequia, 18 miles south of this city, to Fair 
Play and South Arkansas, making connection at 


the latter place with the company’s present line to 
Leadville. This action is prompted partly by the 
alleged breaking of the tripartite agreement by the 
Union Pacific Company in the matter of pushing 
the construction of the Denver, South Park an 
Pacific road into tne Rio Grade territory. It isalso 
stated that the Union Pacific Company is grading 
in the valley of the Blue River along the located 
line of the Denver and Rio Grande. That com- 
pany claims a prior right to the location inthe 
Blue Valley under a special act of Congress passed 
in 1872, and in addition thereto it had the first loca- 
tion on the ground. 

BaLtTimore, June 24.—As erroneous reports of 
the proceedings of the Presidents of the trunk 
lines at their recent meeting in New-York have been 
published, it has been authoritatively stated, not 
only that there was no criticism in regard to Com- 
missioner Fink, but that each President distinctly 
expressed the greatest respect for and contidence 
in the Commissioner and his marked approval of 
his judicious and effective services, alike for the 
public and the railway interests of the country.

THE TWO HOUSES DOING A DAY’S

Apany, June 24.—In the lower house of 
the Legislature there was more real businesi 
transacted this morning than has been done in 
the same branch during the four preceding 
days of the present week.

Tha 
claim is for about $12,000. It is, if anything) 
much more equitable and worthy of atten- 
tion than Hatzel’s claim, but the samé 
objections precisely will lie against the bill, 
with this exception to the facts: In Hatzel’s 
case Hall served and got the salary ; in Foley’s 
case nobody served the term out, and nobody 
got the salary, because, rather than let Foley 
into that infamous board, Tweed himself di- 
rected the legislation necessary to abolish the 
board. Foley’s claim has been recommen+ed, 
to the favorable consideration of the Legis- 
lature by letters from alarge number of enti- 
nent bankers, merchants, and public-spirited 
citizens of New-York, which letters have beer, 
read on the floor by members at various times, 
and much interest has been expressed in hig 
case. The bill, owing to the general and 
proper prejudice against elaim bills in general 
and in particular, bad a narrow escape to-day, 
but received the barely sufficient number of 63 
affirmative votes. 

After the House had come‘out of the joint 
assembly, a lively stir was created over thé 
bill to provide for the drainage of the old and 
abandoned Genesee Valley Canal, near and 
within the boundaries of the city of Rochester. 
The Genesee Valley Canal Railroad Company 
has already acquired the right to build its road 
on the bank of the canal into the city, and 
some people affirm that the company has pur- 
chased the canal from the State. This drain- 
age bill came up this morning and was passed 
in the Senate. Senator Pitts, in advocatin 
the bill, said the State Board of Health ha 
decided that the presence of the water in 





the old canal was highly detrimental 
to public health, and had adopted a 
resolution calling on tke State En. 


gineer to take steps for the drawing off of 
the water. There were doubts, however,.about 
the authority of the Engineer to act on that 
resolution, and this bill was designed to.give 
him the authority and power necessary. The 
Senate promptly passed the bill, and it cama 
down to the Assembly at once, Dr. Elisha 
Harris, of the State Board of Health, 
and other gentlemen displaying rare active 
interest in advancing it rapidly. The squab 
ble in the House arose on a motion t¢ 
discharge the Canal Committee at once from 
consideration of the bill, and refer it to the 
Committee of the Whole House, the motion 
being made by Mr. Browning. Col. Murphy, 
of New-York, and Mr. Root, of Rochester, 
both tried to get the floor at the same instant, 
the Colonel angrily remarking that this was 
‘en attempt to steal the whole Genesee Val- 
ley.” Mr. Hoot, an elderly and ordinarily 
very guiet gentleman, asked Col. Mux 
phy ‘what he knew about it.” 
and the New-Yorker promptly replied? 
‘*T know as much about it as you do, and 
guess a little more.” Whether or not there 
is anything wrong in the bill, an instantane- 
ous flurry took place, and knots of members 
athered in the aisles, while Col. Murphy and 
Ga Spinoia denounced it as a job, and said 
they would “show the thing up” whenever 
it came before the House. Mr. Browning 
came among them, and asked them to say 
what was wrong about it,as he had mada 
the motion on Dr. Harris’s request, and sup- 
posed the bill was a proper one. No one 
seemed inclined to say what. the particular 
demerit of the bill was, though they de 
nounced it furiously, and finally the motion, 
in the confusion, was laid on the tabie. 

Mr. Hurd, of Buffalo, after the adjournment 
of the House, in the midst of a group corapris- 
ing Col. Murphy, Gen. Sharpe, Gen, 
Spinola, Mr. Root, and other members, 
said the bill was designed to en- 
able the Genesse Valley Canal Railroad 
Company to iay its tracks on the bottom of the 
oul, wa Hi drained, for a distance of about lf 
miles, which would thus give them a depressed 
road into the very heart of the city of Ro- 
chester. It would also require the work ot 
draining off the water from the Allen Creek 
feeder into the Erie Canal, to be done by the 
State for the benefit of the company. Besides 
all this, there was a Genesse Canal basin in 
Rochester, covering two or three acres 
in area, about which large stone and 
lumber interests were concentrated and the 
railroad company would acquire control of it 
and virtually shut out those business interests. 
The company aiready has theright to build its 
road on the canal banks, but that will not give 
it the t facility that the dry canal prism 
will afford. Speaker Sharpe, who interested 
himself slightly in the bill, expressed surprise 
at what he heard, and said he would look mora 
closely into the matter before it went any fur- 
ther. Of course, all this flurry and suspicion 
may inthe end prove unwarranted, and tke 
bill may turn out to be an entirely proper one; 
but ii there is anything wrong in it it will ba 
“‘smoked out,’”’ after the episode of to-day, 
when it next comes up for attention.

I am quite 
sure there is not one who would counsel Eng- 
land to protest against it, and Germany most 
assuredly is favorable to France extending her 
empire of the East, Anything that diverts 
the thought of France from Alsace and Lor- 
raine is a gain to Germany, which watches the 
growing power of France with undisguised 
anxiety. But the latest ‘earth revenger,” to 
use Mr. Gladstone’s phrase about Ireland, is 
developing in Spain. It is somany years since 
the Spaniards have come to the front in any 
way that the report of their Government hav- 
ing serious aspirations touching the tuture of 
Morocco is interesting, not to say important. 
The gossip of Madrid is full of this idea: 
Tunis, a French es ee Morocco, an 
annex of Spain. It is said that on the 


first excuse of Riff piracy, or coast 
tribe irre ities, Spain will send 
expeditions into Moorish territory. Twent 


years ago Spain entered Barbary to punis. 

tribal raiders. The Moors ‘objected. The 
Spaniards fought the Moors and made some 
small annexations of territory. This incident 
is discussed just now as asort of precedent in 
the past; but the French action in Tunis fur- 
nishes Madrid with a modern instance and 
encouragement, It is true, the Sultan of Ma- 
rocco keeps all his agreements with Spain, but 
Sefior Sagasta is enterprising and his Gener- 
als want employment. erefore, a new 
Minister at Soselers and fresh Consuls 
various ports have been sqnateee’, 
and they are instructed to spe- 
cially active im reporting to Madrid 
any outrages that may be committed on Span- 
ish subjects, The Standard takes a long-sight- 
ed view of the possible situation when it says:

No doubt there would bea certain 
political symmetry in an arrangement which 
gave Moroeco to Spain, then rounded off 
Algeria by Tunis, and next placed the Italians 
in Tripoli. There would then be no break in 
the chain of Latin conquest in North Africa. 
Of course, it would only be fair that we should 
carry on the link and complete the operation 
by at last asserting ourselves in Egypt.” 

To-day is the centenary of the birth of 
George Stephenson, and it should not be for- 
gotten that it is the anniversary of the death 
of Charles Dickens. The chan which have 
taken place since the birth of the great engi- 
neer are the most remarkable in the history of 
the world, and it is fitting that the natal day 
of the illustrious North countryman should be 
celebrated. I sent you in advance a sketch of 
Stephenson’s history and somé of my own 
personal reminiscences of him. ‘'he cables 
will no doubt supplement this with notes on 
to-day’s celebration. I was talking the other 
night with the present Charles Dickens on 
the Stephenson centenary, when he sorrow- 
fully recalled to my recollection that on this 
day his father passed away. The conversation 
led to Dickens, dwelling on the fact that near] 
all the London landmarks, houses, streets, al- 
leys, and signs of his father’s stories have dis- 
appeared. One by one they go down before 
the modern march of progress. ‘‘ And,’’ said 
Dickens, ‘‘even more remarkable still is the 
dying out of the types of character which my 
father described—in a few years the chief's 
best books will be illustrations of men and 
manners and times and localities of a past 
day.” Mr. Charles Dickens has lately revived, 
with great success, his father’s pet periodical, 
Household Words, not, however, on the old 
lines, but in keeping with the modern plan of 
combining utility with recreation. Household 
Words, in the new form, is a superior kind of 
Family Herald, if one may venture to sug- 
gest that any story and family paper can be 
superior to that prosperous publication. By 
the way, one of the greatest novelties in jour- 
nalism is the appearance in a great London 
daily of special news cabled from New-York. 
For example, to-day we have nearly half a 
column describing the brewers’ strike in New- 
York. This is a new departure which will 
please every American in Europe, and the 
Standard thus earns the gratitude of an Anglo- 
American public which, I predict, will not be 
slow to reward the editorial enterprise. The 
Standard used to be somewhat unpopular in 
the Eastern States of America. nder the 
Tory editorship of Col. Hamber it made a hit 
with certain sensational letters, written from 
New-York under the signature of ‘‘ Manhat- 
tan.”? They were inspired by a strong South- 
ern sentiment. It will bs in the proper order 
of things that the Liberal-Conservative editor 
of to-day, Mr.’ Mudford, should advance the 
Standard’s interests by establishing the 
first eable service of views and opinions 


between New-York and London. The 
Standard has dropped the Tory pro- 
clivities of the past. 


While it ap team 
the Conservative platform to-day, it does so 
with perfect independence of action and in a 
broad, liberal kind of way. Meanwhile, the 
Telegraph has practically gone over to the 
Conservative side, and notwithstanding this 
change, maintains its enormous circulation. 
Perhaps, after all, the most notable journalistic 
change has to come—we are expecting it every 
day—the appearance of the high-toned, high- 
priced, leading society journal, the Morning 
Post, as@ penny paper. *‘Jeames’ is said to 
be in despair at this ‘‘hawful revolution, you 
know.”

THE DEATH OF £. 8. FEARING. 





S80MBE ERRORS IN THE FIRST STATEMENT 
CORRECTED—HIS WIDOW’S STATEMENT 
BEFORE THE CORONER. 


The Auburn Advertiser of Tuesday corrects, 
on the authority of the widow of Edward 8S. Fear- 
ing, some errorsin the first published account of 
the incidents attending his death by suicide in that 
city on Monday morning last. She affirmed that 
her husband did not mention the name of Celia 
Davis in his last words in relation to the author- 
ship of the anonymous letters. The statement in 
regard to his attempting his life witha revolver 
that same night was also erroneous. He did not 
have a revolver that night, but did on a pre- 
vious occasion. Dr. W. M. Sprague, his physi- 


cian, has also published a card as fol- 
lows: ‘‘In simple justice to all parties concerned, I 
wish to state that Mr. Edward Fearing made no 
accusations against any one as regards the anony- 
mous letters, and the statement in yesterday's 
issue, purporting to be his ‘last words,’ isa mis- 
take. I was with Mr. Fearing till he became un- 
conscious, and no one’s name was used in connec- 
tion with the letters, the only reference made to 
them being repeated assertions of his innocence 
and his inability to prove it.” 

Mrs. Fearing testified before the Coroner on 
Monday afternoon as follows: ‘‘ Edward 8. Fear- 
ing was my husband; we had been married six 
years; we have lived in Auburn during this time; 
some time during last Winter he was accused o 
writing anonymous letters; this made him melan- 
choly and sad: these he denied; he said that he did 
not care to live any longer with this upon him; he 
thought that he was blamed to shield some one elso; 
he made oneattempt on the 15th day of May to take 
hig life by taking morphine; I went immediately 
at the time for Dr. Sprague and he recovered; 
within the last week he has made_ threats 
of taking his life and that he would shoot 
himself. He seemed in his right mind, but was heart- 
broken. He got upin the morning without sleep- 
ing the night before. He was very biue. He did. 
not make any threats in the morning. About 9 
o’clock in the evening he was standing by the table 
in the sitting-room witha bottle of morphine. He 
had not at this time taken any. I was afraid and 
went forthe Doctor. When I came back he had 
taken the morphine. The door was locked, but he 
unlocked it, and said that he had taken the mor- 
phine. A few minutes after he became sleepy. 

Dr. Sprague also testified and quoted the letter 
written by Fearing to his father, as follows: 

DEAR FATHER: I am not the coward you think I am. 
Goa forgive me and may every one Know my inno- 
cence, as I bope to see my Makerinamoment. I am, 
innocent. G -bye E. 8. F. 

After the examination of a few other witnesses 
the jury found that the deceased came to his death, 
by taking a dose of morphine with the intent and 
for the purpose of destroying himself.

THE FRENCH AND ENGLISH PATENT 
OFFICES. 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

There are some very good points about the 
United States Patent Office, but great improve- 
ments could be made by adopting the methods 
which are followed in France. In the French, 
Patent Office there are experts who examine. appli- 
cations and who inform inventors if there are any 
anticipations of theirinventions. Beyond this the 
office does nothing. If, after being duly notified, 
the applicant insists on obtaining a patent, this is 





-granted to him, and thereafter, for the space of 
‘15 years, he has to pay 100f. yearly. The non- 


payment of this sum on the day it becomes due 
renders the patent void. The patent also expires 
if the invention is not brought into use within two 
years, or if it be abandoned at any time 
for a period of two years. All these pro- 
visions are very wise. If a man does not 
work his invention beyond a reasonable delay, his 
rights should not be stumbling blocks in the way 
of others who can use the invention. In France, as 
well as here, an invention can only be established 


after litigation, put there is this difference: that 


in France it is perfectly well understood that the 
patentee is the only one who is to defend his own 
rights, while here there is a false pretense of pro- 
tecting the rights of inventors after a thorough ex-

FRANCO-CANADIAN TRADE — THE SILVE 
PROBLEM—FEATURES OF THE MARKETS. 

Lonbon, June 24.—In the House of Commons;

The stand- 
ing armies of the powers are their greatest 
source of danger.

organization appears to depend, therefore, 
on whether a majority of the Republicans of 
the State is to determine that course or 
whether it is to be determined by a few 
politicians like Gen, WickaamM and Dr. 
JORGENSON. 

We have no desire to disparage the mo- 
tives of these men or of others who agree 
with them, The other faction is disposed 
to represent them as self-seekers and mis- 
chief-makers, willing to sacrifice the great 
ends of the party to accomplish their personal 
purposes. We prefer to believe that they are 
zealous for the party and for its principles, 
and fearful of the consequences of giving 
up its place in the State .contest to a 
new party led by men who have until 
lately claimed to be Democrats in a national 
sense. Their anxiety is natural and may be 
entirely honest, but it evidently is not shared 
by the mass of the Republicans of the State. 
If the testimony sent from Washington is at 
all trustworthy, by far the larger part of the 
rank and file of the party is in favor of join- 
ing with the Readjusters, or Liberals, as they 
are beginning to be called, to carry the next 
election. If such is the case, this large ma- 
jority of the party ought certainly to be 
able to determine its course. If a State 
convention is held it should be made up of 
delegates cliosen by those who have hereto- 
fore voted the Republican ticket and not 
merely those who will promise to vote it 
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next Autumn, and to favor putting one up 
to be voted. No convention packed by 


such a pledge could declare the sentiment 


or wishes of the party. 

Not only does it appear that a large ma- 
jority of the Republicans of Virginia are 
opposed to the nomination of a separate 
ticket and in favor of supporting that head- 
ed by CaMERON and Lewis, but in our judg- 


ment they are perfectly right in their posi- 


tion. It must be remembered that parties 
are but agencies for accomplishing cer- 
tain definite purposes. They are not to be 
maintained for their own sake or as the 
means of securing offices and emoluments for 


their leaders and workers. In Virginia 


there are certain objects to be secured by 


political action. The settlement of the debt 
question is one. It has been shamefully 
treated by all parties, and it is difficult to 
decide which is honestly in favor of paying 
whatever debt may be justly and legally 


owed by the State. But that question is 


overshadowed in this contest by others of 
wider and deeper significance. The party 
in power in Virginia is animated by the 
Bourbon «| spirit which denies equal 
rights to colored citizens, which perse- 
cutes men for their political opinions, which 


prevents freedom of discussion, and which 
keeps the State from that career of progress 
which a liberal policy would open before it. 
The chief aim of the Republican Party is, 
or should be, to destroy the power of Bour- 
bonism, to secure the rights of citizenship 
to all dwellers in the State, to give every ac- 
cused man the right to a fair trial by a jury of 
his peers, to make the ballot-box free to every 
qualified voter and safe from violations of 
ruffianism and fraud, and to bring Virginia 
into harmony with the spirit of general na- 
tionalism. 

For reasons which it is unnecessary to dis- 
cuss, it is perfectly manifest that the Repub- 
licans alone cannot do this, but the old 
Conservative Party has divided on the debt 
question. There is good ground for believ- 
ing that the debt question was made the 
occasion for a division, the real causes of 
which spring from a divergence of senti- 


ment on other matters. But whatever 
may have been, the original _ basis 
of division, there is gathered now in 


the Readjuster Party the liberal element of 
the native white population. It gives 
promise of securing the results for which Re- 
publicans have contended. It professes to 
believe in them as a matter of principle and 
of policy, and is pledged to promote them to 
the utmost, if intrusted with power. Now 
there is a chance that this new Liberal Party 
may overthrow Bourbonism. With the 
help of the Republicans it is almost 
certain to do it. All that the Re- 
publicans can hope to do by sepa- 
rate nominations is to prevent its 
success and keep the Bourbons in power. 
There can be no doubt as to the course 
which self-interest dictates to the colored 
Republicans of Virginia. If they are wise 
in their day and generation they will vote 
with the Liberals. White Republicans*who 
are sincere in their professions are likely 
to take the same course. But they should 
still act together as a party until the conduct 
of that party in the pending canvass is de- 
termined, and not permit a knot of self- 
seeking politicians to put it in a false posi- 
tion. 3 








MR. BRADY’S DEMAND. 

When the late Witi1aAm M. TwEeEp was 
in the zenith of his power and his corrup- 
tion, ugly stories of his doings found their 
way into the newspapers. There was pub- 
lished a mass of matter which seemed con- 
clusive against TwEED, and no less dam- 
aging to several persons connected with him. 
The collection, arrangement, and publica- 
tion of this matter was purely an affair of 
newspaper enterprise. It was conducted 
with'a view to the public good, although it 
might have seemed at first blush that it 
would be better to suppress the unsavory 
facts and to avoid the exposure of so great 
a scandal as this proved to be. Newspapers 
conducted in the interest of TwxEp in- 
veighed against the indiscretion of other 
newspapers which exposed the Tweed crook- 
edness, The New-York Tribune took a 
flippant view of the case, and advised ‘‘ Mr. 
TwrEp” to sue THe Tues for libel. 
TWEED, on. his part,  derisively . asked, 
“What are you going to do about it?’ 
Then, being pushed hardly by some of his 
well-meaning friends who still believed in 
him, he declared that he would not submit-to 
a trial by newspaper, but would appeal to the 
courts for justification. In the end, Twrxp 
was tried, condemned, and sentenced. He 
died in a felon’s cell. 


We will assume that nothing like this 
ever happened before or since. We will as- 
sume’that the case of Mr. Taomas J. Brapy, 
late Second: Assistant Postmaster-General, 
in no way resembles that of the late Wr- 
r1AM M. Twesp. Let it be admitted that 
Mr. Brapy is one of the most upright and 
honorable men who ever administered the 
affairs of any branch of the public service. 
Nevertheless, appearances are very much 
against him. *Official documents, open to 
the inspection of every reputable citizen of 
the Republic, show that during the years 
while Mr. Brapy was in office there was an 
abnormal and unwarrantable increase in 
the cost of the postal service. This 
increase was. far beyond _ the © offi- 
cial estimate of the annual. expense 
of the service. Inquiry showed that that 
portion of the work of the Post Office De- 
partment which is usually included in the 
so-called star route service was almost 
wholly responsible for these vastly increased 
expenditures. A more careful investigation 
proved that the management of the star 
routes had been recklessly extravagant, that 
the trips of mail-carriers had been un- 
warrantably multiplied, that the compensa- 
tion had been increased beyond all reason 
or precedent, and that the apparent aim of 
those who had charge of the general direc- 
tion of this branch of the mail service had 
been to spend a great deal of money with- 
out much concern as to the return which 
the Government, or the citizens, should se- 
cure for the outlay. 


Not only did these facts appear from the 
documents and records which are on file in 
the Post Office Department, but as soon 
as the subject became a matter for dis- 
cussion in the newspapers, volunteer testi- 
mony, apparently unprejudiced, came up’ 
from various parts of the country.  Citi- 
zens who had seen, with that Jancuid in- 


difference with which our people observe 
public abuses, extravagant and useless car- 


riages of the mails, added their evidence to 
that which had appeared in the newspapers. 


There was a general concurrence of opin- 
ion that the unexampled and  other- 
wise inexplicable increase in the cost of 
the mail service was the result of a 
deliberate conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 


ment, It was evident that the contractors 


could not conspire to have their pay in- 
creased and their work made more profitable 
without the guilty knowledge of some per- 
son or persons in authority. The official 
most likely to know what was going on, and 
most likely to participate in the gains of this 
alleged conspiracy, if anybody in office did 
have such guilty knowledge, could not pos- 
sibly be anybody else than Mr. THomas J. 
Brapy, late Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General. 

lf any person connected with the Post 


Office Department 1s implicated in the frauds 


which have eyidently been committed upon 
the Government in the matter of carrying 
the mails, his case must come before the 
Criminal Court of the District of Columbia. 
What are the intentions of the Government 


in the prosecution of this business we do 


not pretend to know. Tx Trwgs has, from 
week to week, spread before its readers 
a mass of facts and figures bearing 
upon the star route frauds, elucidating 
those ‘portions which needed explanation, 
and drawing from these conclusions 
which are natural and fair. Other news- 
papers have done their share of the work 
which has become a matter of public noto- 
riety. Mr. Brapy, however, considers that 
the publication of the facts and figures in 
these notorious cases is a great injustice to 
him. He insists that he will no longer sub- 
mit to a trial by newspaper, but will force 
the Government of the United States to an 
immediate trial in the Criminal Court of the 
District of Columbia. 

It is the misfortune of persons accused of 
crime that they must sometimes rest under 
what may be termed an informal accusation 
a long time before their case is judicially de- 
cided. Many a murderer is condemned by 
public opinion before any indictment has 
been found against him. 
been tried within a week, or a month, after 
THE Ties began to publish the evidence 
against him, it is very likely that he would 
have escaped conviction. It required long 
preparation, and acareful concentration of le- 
gal skill and knowledge, to frame the judicial 
proceedings which resulted in TwEEnD’s final 
conviction. Meanwhile, it will be remem- 
bered, his friends in and outside of the news- 
paper offices were bitterly declaiming against 
the injustice to which this good man was 
subjected. They demanded immediate trial 
and instant acquittal. In this particular re- 
spect, Mr. Brapy’s case is like Twrrn’s. 
Mr. Brapy cannot wait for the Government 
to conclude its preparations. He will be 
tried at once. Let him be patient. Hecan- 
not be fairly tried until the Government is 
ready to frame an indictment against the 
persons accused of conspiring to defraud 
the postal revenues. 








HELP FROM AMERICA. 


We are called upon to help Europe in a 
new direction. A German Professor declares 
that the chief hope of economical and politi- 
cal reform in the Old World States comes 
from America. In the July International 
Review, Herr von Hoxst, who came over 
and wrote our constitutional history, and 
learned while here something about 
our resources and the directions of 
our future growth, discusses ‘*The Army 
Question in Europe’’ with the purpose of 
showing that the expense of armed peace is 
too great to be maintained many years 
longer in the face of American competition. 
Europe is, at best, heavily handicapped in 
the race by the inferiority or exhaustion of 
her soil; add to this the direct and indirect 
cost of her great standing armies, and she 
is put at such a disadvantage that, if 
these conditions continue, she must some 
time ‘cease to earn her living from 
year to year and begin to draw upon her ac- 
cumulated capital for current expenses. 
This, or the prospect of it, will alarm her 
statesmen far more than the theorizing of 
closet philosophers, but, even before the 
statesmen are prepared to deal with the situ- 
ation, the people, who suffer and bear the 
burdens, may again speak out, as they have 
several times already spoken, in a way to 
alter materially the politics and policy of 
more than one European State. 


The great wealth of Europe is probably 
too little realized in this country. Neither 
continued bad times, the military tax, nora 
tariff which adds to the cost of living has 
prevented a steady increase in the savings 
banks deposits of Germany. Industry and 
thrift have led there, and toa much greater ex- 
tent in France, to the laying up of a horde of 
petty accumulations which in the aggregate 
are to the nation what a good constitu- 
tion is to the individual, enabling it to 
endure without grave danger trials under 
which a State not thus fortified would break 
down. Ithas been the favorite argument 
of those economists in Europe who have 
essayed the role of comforters that this 
reserve fund would enable England, and 
Germany, and France to bear the strain of 
American competition until the growth of 
our population should have reached a point 
where all of our productions would be 
wanted for home consumption. Herr 
von Hoist shows how _ groundless 
isthis hope. ‘‘Itmay not long be the case,”’ 
says he, ‘‘ that wheat, corn, beef, pork, &c., 
can be producel quite so cheaply in the 
United States as now; but the quantities 
produced will yet increase enormously, and 
the constant improvements in the means of 
transportation will allow of their being sent 
across the Atlantic much longer than 
Europe can afford to stick to her old 
political system with its huge standing 
armies. And if, after all, the competition of 
the United States with agricultural products 
should become less formidable, on the other 
hand their competition with industrial prod- 
ucts is already now in several respects 
alarming, and every year adds to the num- 
ber of articles which they can offer us 
cheaper and better than we can manufac- 
ture them.” 


On the single point of improvement and 
decreasing cost of transportation much 
might be said in support of the German 
Professor’s argument. Grain is now com- 
ing from Chicago to the sea-board hy rail 
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and water at rates which would have been 
declared impossible a few years ago, yet 


means are under discussion for further ma- 


terially reducing the cost of transportation, 
and cheaper routes are being opened in other 
directions. A bushel of grain can be carried 
to Liverpool on the all-water route by 
way of New-Orleans from St. Louis for 
17 cents, and from St. Paul for 27 


cents, against charges of 29 and 42} 
cents, respectively, by way of New-York. 


The reduction in ocean freight rates and the 
reason of it are forcibly illustrated by the 
fact that in such steamers as the Arizona it 
takes but a fifth of a ton of coal to carry a 


ton of freight across the Atlantic, while the 


old Cunarder Persia required six tons for 
the same work. 


The comparative facts as to armies in the 
New and the Old World are that Europe, 
with a population of 315,000,000, keeps 
standing armies numbering 3,215,000 men, 


while the United States, with 50,000,000 in- 


habitants, has 25,000 men under arms. Eu- 
rope has an areaof 9,482,897 square kilo- 
métres, and the United States 9,272,448 kilo- 
métres. With one-sixth of Europe’s popula- 
tion scattered over a country almost equally 
large, America has, of course, an immense 


advantage in respect to surplus products. 
Our Army costs each inhabitant of the 
United States $1 annually; Europe’s armies 
impose a tax of $1 77 upon each in- 
habitant. But the army system there with- 
draws 1 per cent. of the able-bodied male 
population from productive labor, while our 
Corporal’s guard of 25,000men is but one- 
twentieth of 1 per cent. of our population. 
This makes the disparity of cost much greater 
than it seems. Europe, too, is sending us 
half a million emigrants every year. Many 
of them bring money with them, and nearly 
all of them are adults whose rearing 
has been” a charge upon .— the. coun- 
try of their nativity. These full-grown 
men and women are like stock upon a 
farm, and they cost us nothing. The loss 
to Europe in emigration alone -is put at 
$365,000,000 annually. It is evident that 
something must be done to restore the eco- 
nomical equilibrium between the two coun- 
tries. Herr von Housr thinks this will be 
accomplished by cutting down the cost of 
the armies. He does not hope for anything 
like a general disarmament, and even in- 
clines to Count von MoutKn’s idea 
that military discipline is necessary to 
cultivate ‘‘the most noble virtues of man.”’ 
But he suggests that the drilling of soldiers 
must begin in the schools. The boys must 
be drilled, and the schools become the nur- 
series of the armies. By this means the time 
of service with the colors could be reduced 
from three years to two, or perhaps to one. 
These details are for the Europeans to settle 
in their own way. The fact which chiefly 
concerns us is that if Herr von Ho.sr is 
right, American competition, instead of be- 
ing an evil, is the greatest blessing we could 
possibly confer on our neighbors across the 
water. 





THE NEW COMET. 


This has been an exceptionally good year 
for comets, and many of our crack astrono- 
mers admit that they have never before had 
such excellent sport. It is true that nearly 
all the comets that have been bagged have 
been small ones, and as any astronomer can 
measure any other astronomer’s comet, there 
has been no.opportunity for the exercise of 
the imagination as to the size of any particu- 
lar comet. Still, the true astronomer can 
enjoy the pleasures of the chase with equal 
ardor whether he captures large or small 
comets, and during the past year every man 
who owns a telescope has given his whole 
mind to comet-hunting. Few persons who 
are not habitual astronomers can form any 
idea of the fierce joy with which the comet- 
hunter stalks his prey among the fixed stars 
or through the dense celestial underbrush of 
the milky way, and finally brings it down 
with his trusty refractor and triumphantly 
makes himself master of its elements. It is, 
a fine, wholesome, . out-of-door sport, this 
comet-hunting, but when a large comet sud- 
denly turns at bay and begins to hunt the 
astronomers, the sport loses, at once, the 
whole of its previous charm. 


Up to Thursday night last astronomers 
all over the world were eagerly chasing 
small comets of the telescopic species, and 
gayly calling out to one another, ‘‘ That’s 
my twenty-first,’ or ‘‘Hush! I think I see 
the tail of one just behind Betelgeuse.”’ 
They were in the best of spirits, and had 
not the slightest idea that any danger was 
near, when suddenly a large and infuriated 
comet sprang out from -behind Ca- 
pella and made directly for them. It 
was seen by an astronomer at Hart- 
ford, who. dropped his telescope . and, 
exclaiming ‘‘ Good gosh,”’ fled into his bed- 
room and locked the door. An astronomer 
at Rochester saw it, and his telegraphic 
shriek startled the continent. At San Fran- 
cisco the comet brought two astronomers 
trembling to the Secretary of a total absti- 
nence society with a demand to be allowed 
instantly to sign the pledge, and in London 
the Astronomer, Royal made his will, took 
leave of his family, and sent out for another 
pint of ‘‘bitter.”” Comet-hunting is no 
longer thought of, and the astronomers are 


brought face to face with the terrible fact 


that a comet is hunting them. 


No one knew of the existence of this 
comet prior to Thursday last. On the pre- 
vious Wednesday it was invisible and be- 
yond the range of the very best telescopes, 
but in twenty-four hours it became as 
plainly visible as the full moon. This is 
susceptible of no other meaning than that 
the comet is rushing directly at the earth 
and at a tremendous speed. How far it is 
distant from us at this precise moment it is 
impossible to tell, but if its speed is such that 
in twenty-four hours it could apparently grow 
from invisibility to a brilliancy eclipsing 
that of any of the fixed stars, it will reach 
us before many days are over. 

Of late years astronomers have confidently 
assured us that were a comet to strike the 
earth if could do no possible harm, for the 
reason that comets consist of gas of extreme 
tenuity. Little by little, however, facts have 
leaked out which contradict this pleas- 
ing theory. While there are undoubt- 


edly gaseous comets, there are cer- 
tainly others having solid nuclei. 
Then we are told that accompanying 


every comet is a stream of meteoric bodies, 
almost infinite in number, and it is even 
held by certain theorists that the constant 
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collision between these meteors and the 
sun keeps up the heat of the latter. If the 


new comet is purely gaseous, it may do us 


no harm beyond suffocating the inhabitants 
of the earth, but if it is a solid comet, its 
blow will inevitably develop heat enough to 
convert the earth instantaneously into incan- 
descent gas. In any event, its accompany- 
ing meteors may be expected to pelt us 


severely, and a continuous hail-storm of iron 


meteors, weighing, perhaps, several tons 


each, would do serious damage to everything 
on the earth’s surface. 

There is, of course, a chance that the 
comet will not hit the earth. It may be 


drawn aside by the superior attraction of the 


sun, and may fall into that hitherto benefi- 


cent body. Such an event would, however, 
give us very little real satisfaction, since the 
sun’s heat would be so enormously increased 
by the collision that it would burn up the 
earth as surely and rapidly as the cook is 


burned who kindles her fire with the kero- 


sene can. Between hitting the earth and 
hitting the sun there would be little to 
choose in the comet’s conduct. Even were 
the moon to devotedly interpose herself be- 
tween the earth and the comet, and to re- 


ceive the blow of the latter, our destruction 


would be none the less inevitable, for a 
burning moon would heat us beyond the 
limit at which life is possible. 

Had it not been conclusively proved that 
the prophecy of Mother Shipton fixing 1881 
as the year in which the world is to come to 
anend is a forgery, the unexpected appear- 
ance of the comet would convert thousands 
of people to a full belief in Shiptonism.. As 
it is, those curious lunatics who believe that 
the end of the world has been foretold by the 
stones of the great pyramid, and that this is the 
last year of the earth, will be greatly cheered 
and comforted by the comet. It will be in 
vain to assure them that the universe is so 
managed that the heavenly bodies cannot run 
into one another, for they can reply that 
meteoric stones do strike the earth, and 
that a comet is simply a meteoric stone of 
extra size. - We need not, however, prema- 
turely alarm ourselves. "We have never yet 
been hit by a comet, and perhaps we never 
shall be. Afterall, the comet may have ap- 
peared as a sign that the universe has been a 
good deal disturbed by the resignation of 
Messrs. CONKLING and PLattT, and this may 
be its sole and harmless mission. 











Another tragedy has just been added to 
those. already witnessed by the Winter Palace at 
St. Petersburg, the guarding of which {s certainly 
no sinecure to the tuckless officers engaged in it. 
On Thursday, a Montenegrin presented himself 
there with a demand to see the Princess of Monte- 
negro. Being refused admittance by the Russian 
officer on duty, he promptly stabbed the latter, who 
shot him dead in return. The incident is said to 
have “no political importance,” but it may acquire 
some should it breed a quarrel between Russia and 
her stanchest anti-Turkish allies. But the state- 
ment that “it is thought he wished to present a pe- 
tition” gives another color to the affair.. Granting 
the supposed Montenegrin to be really a Nihilist, 
the device of a pretended petition, employed more 
than once against Napo.treon and the late Czar, 
would be a natural one for him to use, and the offi- 
cer’s bullet may haveserved the State well afterall.

», All the arithmetics, from ADAms’s to GREEN- 
LEAF’s, agree that a two-gallon jug of molasses 
cannot be satisfactorily divided by two yards and 
a half of Hamburg edging, or, in more general 
terms, that unlikes must be reduced to likes before 
they can be mathematically joined. They insist, 
too, that in handling dissimilars, great care must 
be taken not to confuse one with the other. In 
France they are not-so particular about these-small 
matters, soit happens that the Zconomiste Francais, : 
has fallen inte aslight error in regard to the beer- 
drinking habits of the Americans. ‘‘There were in 
the United States on the 30th of May last year,” 
says this able and serious journal, ** 2,269 breweries, 
which delivered to their customers during the 
year 1879-80 a total of 12,900,000 barrels of beer, or 
about four barrels per head of the population, ex- 
cluding the ‘Territories... The population of 
the United States, exclusive of the Terri- 
tories, is 49,369,595, which is, approximately, 
four times 12,900,000, the number of barrels 
of beer mentioned above. Not having an arith- 
metic to guide him, the compiler of these valuable 
statistics for the Hconomiste makes a natural, but 
altogether libelous, transposition of his quantities. 
What his figures really show is that there wasa 
barrel of beer to every four persons, not four bar- 
rels of beer to each person, an important differ- 
ence, aS any temperance lecturer could ex- 
plain.. Four barrels of beer in a year 
isn’t much for an_ industrious  toper, . but 
when everybody, men, women, babes, and suck- 
lings, is required to dispose of that quantity, 
the problem becomes grave. Four eight-galion 
barrels contain about 500 glasses. Now, as it is 
perfectly well known that only about one person 
in four, taking the people of the country alto- 
gether, drinks beer atall, and of these only about 
one in ten drinks more than an occasional glass, say 
one glass a day, we have out of every ten of the 
twelve millions or so whe drink beer, 9 consuming 
865 glasses per year, and the tenth bursting with 
the attempt to drink 16,715 glasses in the same 
time, or 43 glasses a day and an extra “ schooner” 
on Sundays. 
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Dr. Cooprer, of Pittsburg, Penn., who~pro- 
ceeds to London this Summer asthe representative 
and delegate of the homeopathic practitioners of 
the United States, has, if current report is to be 
credited, a rather unpleasant duty to perform. . It 
appears that the homeopathists of this country are 
not satisfied with the article on Homeopathy pub- 
lishedtin the Encyclopedia Britannica, whose Ameri- 
can edition has obtained a large circulation, and pro- 
pose, through Dr. Cooper, to enter an official protest 
against its continued publication in that répertoire 
of information, and to insist upon its correction in 
substantial particulars. It is claimed that the arti- 
cle is written from an entirely partisan point of 
view, in the interest of the old, or so-called allo- 
pathic, school of practice; that many of its state- 
ments are untrue and one-sided, and that.an ency- 
clopedia intended to give information, with- 
out regard to the conflicting schools. of 
medicine, has no right to allow partisan 
bias ‘>* creep into its articles. The con- 
troversy is by no means a.new one. When the 
earlier edition of the Encyclopedia was issued for 
American readers, leading homeopathists in this 
country wrote to the publishers calling attention 
to the article as unjust and offensive to their sec- 
tion of the medical profession, and demanding its 
suppression or revision. The protest was received 
with favor, and the publishers, according to the 
homeopathic statement of the case, promised in 
the new edition which was then projected to have 
the article carefully re-edited and the offensive 
statements modified or stricken out. The new edl- 
tion has appeared, but the article is unaitered, and 
the homeopathists now propose to make the issue 
an official one, to protest through a delegate 
against the continuance of the article in a publica- 
tion intended to be neutral, and, in case the protest 
is not heeded, to take such official action as may be 
necessary to nullify the effect of the paper among 
intellectual readers. 
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Visitors to Coney Island and Long Branch 
will no doubt wish to “read law,” so much of it 
at least as is comprised in two pages of the volume 
just issued from the Supreme Court of Maine. 
They do not need to be told that the law holds 
‘“‘inn-keepers” peremptorily responsible for safe 
keeping of baggage of guests. But who is an inn- 
keeper? A certain man went to Old Orchard 
Beach in Maine, where apparently he became a 
regular ‘‘ guest” of Old Orchard House. His money 
and watch were stolen. But they were not taken 
from his room in the hotel proper. On the sea 
beach was a bath-house, owned and managed by 
the proprietor of the hotel. for the accommodation. 





of persons desiring a place to leave clothing and 
valuables while bathing. The guest left his things 


in & room in this bathing-house, according te 
usage, and his watch and’ money were stolen 


while he was in the water. He, naturally enough, 
sued the proprietor. But the court decided 
that an inn-keeper is not Hable as such for what ig 
stolen from his bath-house. Keeping a hotel and 
keeping a bath-house are distinct vocations. 
When the same person undertakes both, he ig 
chargeable as inn-keeper for what occurs in tha 


hotel only. For what occurs in the bath-house he 


will be lable only on proof of some specific fault 
or neglect in the management. This is said, of 
course, not of bath-rooms within a hotel, but of 
the distinct buildings erected on the beach. It 
may be that one bringing a suit of the same sort in 
this State would succeed better if it occurred ta 
his lawyer to cite a curious decision rendered in 


this City last Winter. Two gentlemen visited an 


ordinary restaurant. The custom of the place wad - 


for visitors to-hang their coats upon hat-hookd 
fixed for the purpose at convenient places in the 
walls of the room, and they did so. One of tha 
coats was stolen. The proprietor averred that he 
was not an inn-keeper, because his place was ad- 
vertised only as a “‘dinimg-room and café,” wag 


conducted only as a restaurant open from 


morning to late evening, and was visited 
by the public in general, and by the 
complainant in particular, only for meals, not for 
lodging. But complainant’s lawyer produced from 
some file of the Excise Commissioners an affidavit 
which the proprietor had made to obtain a license 
to sell liquors. in which he described himself as 
“an inn, tavern, or hotel keeper,” and gravely set 
forth his means of accommodating travelers—the 
“three spare beds” and all—which the law exactd 
from any one asking sucha license. The court held, 
as the proprietor had sworn to keeping an inn, hs 
must pay, like an inn-keeper, for coats lost from 
his hat-hooks. But the moral of these little tales 
is, why not be somewhat careful and prudent in 
carrying valuables into the bath-house? The room 
are exposed and insecure, at the best. The perma< 
nent guests of the hotels can protect themselves 
by leaving in their lodging-rooms or the hotel safe 
whatever would be a special temptation to a thief, 
Those who run down te the beach for the aften 
noon will do well to leave their five-hundred-dollaa 
watches, their fifty-dollar and twenty-dollar green- 
backs, their diamond studs and rings, at home. 
There is as little call or use for showy display of 
jewelry in a brief trip to the sea beach for a bath 
as’can well be. At any rate, be careful what yoy 


leaye and where is a good rule for bathers.

He has 
lived recently in Naples, but would no doubt live 
in Smyrna, in preference to Naples or Rome, but 
the fickle Sultan, after once granting permission 
for him to set himself up in luxurious fashion at 
that place, suddenly, for political reasons, revoked 
the decision. Now the ex-Khédive has determined 
to transfer his establishment to Rome, and the 
palace which he is endeavoring to purchase isin 
the immediate neighborhood of the Vatican. 


While the friends of Lord Byron’s genius in 
England are weeping over the so-called statue of 
him recently set up in Hyde Park, London. another 
and a worthier memorial has been erected by the 
Greeks at Missolonghi, and will soon be unveiled. 
The movement for it was started 11 years ago, and 
subscriptions have been. limited rigidly to Greeks, 
since the object was to make the statue a testimo- 
mialtothe gratitude of Greece alone. Although 
the raising of money was slow while the country 
remained inits depressed condition, the commit- 
tee were able at last to raise $2,750, and after a 
competition the work was awarded to the sculptor 
Vitalis, of Syra. He has represented the poet 
standing with an ancient mantle on his shoulders, 
and so arranged as to permit little modern costume 
to be seen. Inthe left hand he holds aroll, and 
with the right points tothe land to the cause of 
which he gave his best energy and finally his life.

A STRANGER IN THE SKIES 


THH BRILLIANT COMET IN THE 
CONSTELLATION AURIGA. 
ASTRONOMERS PUZZLED ABOUT IT-—-OBSER- 

VATIONS MADE IN THIS COUNTRY AND 
EUROPE—THE VISITOR PLAINLY SEEN 
BY THE NAKED EYE-—-ITS POSITION AND 

PECULIARITIES, ; 

There were no observations worth noting 
last night at the private and publie observatories 
in this City of the new comet discovered Thursday 
morning by various observers in different parts of 
the country. It was first seen in this City ata few 
minutes after 3 o’clock on that morning, and isnow 
plainly visible to the naked eye from about 2 A. M. 
till dawn. Dr. Rutherfurd, whose observatory at 
No. 175 Second-avenue is one of‘the finest pri- 
vate astronomical laboratories in the United 
States, was out of town, and will not re- 
turn for several. days. Prof. Henry Draper, 
whose laboratory at No. 271 Madison-avenue is 
intended for physical rather than optical work in 
astronomy, left for Hastings-on-the-Hudson at an 
early hour yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
availing himself of the observatory there, which is 
situated upon higher ground, and is better 


equipped fer optical studies, possessing two 
telescopes, well mounted, for such work. 
Observations wil], it is understood, be taken at 
the Hastings observatory to-night, but it will re- 
quire the collective data of many nights to furnish 
a basis for the calculation of the ascension and 
declination, the exact position in comparison with 
the fixed stars, and finally the orbit and period of 
the new body, for it appears to be unquestionable 
that it is distinct from the comet whose mathemat- 
ical relations were developed by M. Bigourdan, in 
a communication to the French Academy of 
Sciences, at the meeting on May 9, and from -that 
now Visible in the southern hemisphere. 

The brilliancy of the new comet, as described 
by observers, is far greater than that of the body 
whose movements have been calculated by Bi- 
gourdan. Its boundary lines are well de- 
fined and converging, and its body very 
distinct—laree, comparatively, and luminous 
—while the April comet was Dee waar erg ef unim- 
posing and of moderate brilliancy. At 2:30 A. M., 
which is the most favorable moment for observing 
it, ita position is from 12° to 15° above the horizon, 
and from 35° to 40° north of the moon, its motion 
being in an easterly direction, as viewed by 
the observer, and very rapid. It lies in the 
constellation Auriga, about 8° from Capella. 
The apparently solid but luminous centre seems 
surrounded es a& vapory mass—the envelope— 
which is dazzlingly bright as compared with the 
nebulous lustre of the tail. There is. when studied 
at a power of 50 diameters, an appearance of a deep 
rent in the structure of the envelope to the north- 
east of the central mass which very peculiar 
and forms a dark space of oval contour, with 
ragged edges. This phenomenon can be identified 
with an opera-glass of ordinary power, but its 
features are not fully developed until an instru- 
ment of from 50 to 75 diameters is applied, when it 
assumes the consistency of an irregularly oval 
field or lacuna of darkness in the 
midst of the highly tluminous’ envelope. 
Observations with high powers, from 100 te 600 
diameters, develop the usual phenomena, namely, 
the resolution of the envelope, which to the naked 
eye seems perfectly homogeneous, into vapory, 
nebulous masses, with intervening rifts of matter 
mink te age j more attenuated, and resembling the 
nebula of Orion as recently photographed by 
Prof. Draper. The configuration of these vapory 
masses suffers important alterations from time to 
time in the course of an hour’s observation; non- 
luminous spaces appear and disappear, and the 
vapor seems to be the theatre of a comparatively 
rapid movement of nebulous masses. When viewed 
with a high power—say 600 diametres—the centre 
presents the appearance of a ragged disk, and of 
very limited propertions as compared with its 
dimensions when examined witb inferior powers. 
This phenomenon, due to the revolving power of 
higher lenses, is accompanied by a light in the cen- 
tral mass of such intensity that that of a 
planet viewed by the telescope is compara- 
tively . dim, showing that a small but appre- 
ciably dense interior mass forms the basis 
of the expansive field of nebulous matter. 
The curve of the tail, which is*broader than that 
of any comet recently observed, is to the north- 
west. The tail broadens very rapidly from the cen- 
tre outward, as compared with similar bodies de- 
scribed in astronomical records, and is extremely 
well defined, springing from the outer envelope of 
the central maas (the so-called coma) like the blade 
ofa Turkish cimeter from a jeweled handle. The 
end of the tail, as observed on Thursday night, was 
between 6° and 7° in breadth, with a length of 
from 22° to 25°. 

It will not be possible for several days to obtain 
accurate computations as to the newly discovered 
body, or even to settle the claims of the various 
discoverers. It is probable that Prof. Henry 
Draver will furnish photographs with the new lens 
which was so successfully applied to the nebula of 
Orion, as the opportunity for orm ig ager is 
not one to be disregarded. The points to be com- 
puted are the ascension ard declination and the 
comparative luminosity. 4

THE HONOR OF DISCOVERY. : 
CLAIMS FROM FOUR DIFFERENT PLACES— 

THE COMET SEEN IN LONDON AND PARIS. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 24.—Scientific ob- 
servations made at the Warner Observatory of the 
new comet early this morning showed the nucleus 
to be brighter than Jupiter, and the coma some- 
what broken. The great tail curves to north- 
west, is five degrees broad and twenty long. It is 
a fine sight forall observers. Four different par- 
ties have telegraphed, claiming the Warner prize 
of $200. L. T. Edwards, of Haverford College, 
Penn.; Edgar L. Larkin, of New-Windsor, Il.; E. C. 
McElharnney, and T. F. Newland. of Springfield, 
ill., and L. W. Tnickstner, of Meadville, Penn. 
The last named claimed to have seen it at2A. M., 
of June 22. A careful computation of time will be 
necessary and it is likely that the matter will be 
referred to Astronomers Hall, of Washing- 
ton, and Young, of Princeton, for aecision. 

CrNoInNnaTI, June 24.—Prof. Ormond Stone, of 
the Cincinnati Observatory, observed the new 
comet last night. He says it is moving rapidly 
north. He is quite positive that it is not the come 
of 1812, but thinks it may be that of 1807, the re- 
turn of which was not expected by astronomers 
for 1,700 years. He believes itis the same comet 
as seen about June 8 by Dr. Gould in South Amer- 
ica. The apparition is exceedingly interesting, 
and will be watched every night by the corps of 
astronomers at the Cincinnati Observatory. 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The Smithsonian Institu- 
tion has received trom Prosper Henry, of Paris, 
the announcement of the discovery at the Paris 
Observatory, on June 23, 1881, at 3 o’clock A. M., 
mean time, of a large comet in 5 hours 383 minutes 
right ascension, and 41° north declination. 

Lonpon, June 24.—A comet has been observed 
from several points in Great Britain. The nucleus 
is bright and well defined, and the tail is estimated 
to extend 4 or 5 degrees. 

Toronto, Ontario, June 24.—Dispatches received 
here to-day report that the new comet was dis- 
tinctly seen last night in varions parts of Ontario. 

Buruineoton, lowa, June 24.—A beautiful comet 
was plainly visible at an elevation of abont 20 de- 
grees, a the north-west, at 9 o’clock this evening.

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STORED DYNAMICAL ENERGY.

SERIOUS LIMITATIONS TO THE ECONOMICAL 
USE OF IT. 

In the London Times of June 11 is printed 
the following letter from Prof. Osborne Reynolds, 
of Owens College, in reference to the recent letter 
of Sir William Thomson on the results of experl- 
ments in the storage of electricity: 


Sr: Although agreeing with every word of Sir 
William Thomson’s letter in the Zimes of to-day, 
and entirely sympathizing with his enthusiasm as 
regards the marvelous box of electricity, still I 
feel that it would have been desirable if, in point- 
ing out the importance of this new discovery, Sir 
William Thomson had guarded against a very prob- 
able misconstruction of the purport of his letter. 

The means of storing and restoring mechanical 
energy form the aspiration not only of Sir William, 
but of every educated mechanic. It is, however, 
a question of degree—of the amount of energy 
stored as compared with the weight of the reser- 
voir, the standard of comparison being coal and 
corn. Looked at in this way, one cannot but ask 
whether, if this form of storage is to be the reali- 
zation of our aspirations, it is not completely dis- 
appointing. Large numbers are apt to create a 
wrong impression until we inquire what is the 
unit. Eleven million foot-pounds of energy is 
what is stored in 11 pounds of ordinary coal. 80 
that in this box, weighing 75 pounds, there was 
just as much energy as in 144 ounces of coal, which 
might have been brought from Paris or anywhere 
= in a waistcoat pocket, or have been sent by 
etter. 

When we come to the question of the actual con- 
veyance of energy for mechanical purposes, this 
view is of fundamental importance. The weight 
of the same amount of energy in the new form is 
800 times greater than the equivalent amount of 
coal; and as a matter of economy, supposing that 
energy in this form might be had at a certain spot 
and no capital were required for its conversion or 
storage, and that the energy were directly applica- 
ble, it could not be carried 10 miles—that is 
to say, such energy cannot be economically useful 
10 miles from its source, although coal had to be 
carried 100 miles to the spot. The limit, in truth, 
falls far short of what has been already attained 
by other means. By wire ropes and by compressed 
air or steam energy may be economically trans- 
mitted from 10 to 20 miles. So that if thisis the 
utmost of what is to be done by means of the stor- 
age of electricity, this discovery adds another door 
to those which are hopelessly closed against the pos- 
sibility of finding im Niagara or other water-power 
a substitute for our coal, even when the object is 
motive power, and much more for that purpose for 
which five-sixths of our coal is used—the produc- 
tion of heat. 

It 18 very important that the people of this coun- 
try should not shut their eyes to the fact that, so 
far from there being a greater prospect of the so- 
lution of the problem than when, about 20 years 
ago, Prof. Jevons raised the alarm, the prospect is 
now much smaller. in the meantime the capabill- 
ties of steel ropes, fluids in pipes, and electricit 
along conductors have been not only investigated, 
but practically tested and found altogether want- 
ing. And now it would seem that the storage of 
electricity must be added to the list.

I de- 
sire some clear statement, such as was contained 
in the St. Louis platform on the subject—nothing 
extreme or radical, but such as will meet the ap- 
proval of fair-minded, judicious men.”

GREAT DAYS AT COLLEGE 


HARVARD'S CLASS DAY EXERCISES 
, AND SPRHADS. 

THE PROCESSION OF SENIORS AROUND THE 
.CAMPUS—FEATURES OF THE LITERARY 
EXERCISES—HANDSOME SPREADS BY THE 
SOCIETIES AND INDIVIDUAL STUDENTS. 

Boston, June 24,—To-day, Class Day, to 
many, and above all, to the class itself and its 
guests, the brightest and best of allthe events of 

Commencement week, was celebrated at Harvard. 

The programme was the familiar one, with noth- 

ing whatever new in it, but everything was carried 

out with such spirit and freshness that there was 
an attractiveness about it almost as winning to the 
veteran observer as those to whom it was the first 

Class Day experience. Everything conspired in 

favor of the success of the celebration. The weath- 

er, bitterly disappointing for the most part of this 
usually blooming and dazzling month, was gra- 
ciously perfect in its deportment; the sky was 
bright and the atmosphere clear. The crowd of 
guests was very large and somewhat distinguished. 

There was an even brighter array than usual of 

pretty girls and dainty costumes. The exercises 


termed literary were above the average. The 
spreads were many, some of them elaborate, some 
gorgeous, and others noteworthy for their quiet 
elegance and tastefulness. The festivities wero 
pleasing and gay, and the evening illumination of 
the college yard was brilliant and picturesque. 

The day’s exercises began in the early forenoon, 
when the Seniors, dignified by ‘plug hats,” 
‘‘olaw-hammer” coats, and white neckwear, as- 
sembled in front of Holworthy and marched to 
Appleton Chapel to prayers, which were conducted 
for the last time by the reverened Chaplain of the 
university, the Rey. Dr. Peabody, who retires with 
this college year. After prayers the Seniors broke 
ranks and, until 11:30, gave themselves up to the 
delightful duty of receiving their guests, who were 
arriving in throngs. At11:30 they were called to- 
gether again at thesound of the bugle, and from the 
front of Holworthy the line of march was taken 
up to Sanders’s Theatre, passing'around the campus 
under the gaze of admiring friends, who crowded 
the windows of the surrounding buildings and 
formed picturesque groups onthe green. As the 
column started on its march the band struck up 
that classio composition, not unknown in New- 
York, ‘‘The Torpedofand the Whale,” which was 
so much admired by cultured Boston on its pre- 
sentation here at the time of the Greek revival 
in the college theatre. When the Seniors 
filed into Sanders’s, and took seats in 
the orchestra, which had been _ reserved 
for them, the _ gailerles were quite filled 
with an audience largely composed of ladies, 
and it was observed that in their attire the pink 
and straw colors predominated, though there was 
atempering of their glow and warmth by a gen- 
eral sprinkling of blues and whites. The sides of 
the platform were adorned with rich tropical 
plants and flowers artistically grouped and ar- 
ranged. The exercises were opened with music by 
the Germania. Dr. Peabody, with trembling voice, 
besought the Divine blessing on the assem- 
blage and the college which he is so soon 
to leave after his service of a quarter of a cen- 
tury. The class oration, the poem, the ivy oration, 
and the class ode then followed in order. The 
first was by Curtis Guild, Jr.,son of Curtis Guild, 
of the Commercial Bulletin, of this city, and was 
mainly an appeal to college-bred men to take an 
active part in political work. The orator was free 
with criticism of politics and politicians of the 
present time, though criticising as severely the in- 
different intellectual classes. He contended that 
great dangers threaten the country; one is ignor- 
ant superstition, blind, unreasoning superstition, 
following a leader as a sheep the bell-wether; an- 
other is the mob, ignorant, gnd misled by crafty 
demagogues. ‘‘We have an urgent need,” he ar- 
gued, ‘of men in politics who can emerge from the 
husk of selfish interest and can devote themselves 
to the good of the Nation,” and he urged his class- 
mates not to be counted in the coming conflict 
among the dastardly herd of skulkers and desert- 
ers, but to “fight even in the thickest of the fray, 
till the foul standard of corruption and falsehood 
trail in disgrace along the ground, and over a re- 
generated people there floats to the morning breeze 
a pure, spotless banner, inscribed with our own 
victories.”»> The poem was by Charles T. Dazey, of 
Lima, Ill. The ivy oration by Carleton Sprague, 
of Buffalo, N. Y., and the ode by Prescott Evarts, 
son of the Hon. William M. Evarts. The poem is 
called one of the best class poems for several years. 

The formalities in the theatre over, the spreads 
were in order. Of these the society spreads were 
the most magnificent. The * Pi Eta’ had parlors 
in Mathews, and gave its spread in Massachusetts, 
to which 1,200 cards of invitation had been sent 
out. The ‘Signet’ had rooms in Thayer, which it 
had handsomely decorated. The “ Hasty Pudding”’ 
entertained 1,400 guests at its spread in rooms in 
Sever, Several members of the " Porcellian” en- 
tertained at rooms in Mount Auburn-street. Half 
adozen Seniors had the gymnasium, which was 
aglow with bunting and fragrant with masses of 
flowers, and to their spread over a thousand invi- 
tations had been sent out. These were among the 
most elegant and showy of the spreads, but of 
dainty, quiet fares there were scores. 

During the afternoon, while the spreads were in 
progress, there was music in the yard by the Cadet 
band, and for two hours there was dancing and 
promenading in Memorial Hall. Soon after 5 the 
class came togather again, and, after marching 
around the yard and cheering the buildings, en- 
tered the inclosure and gathered around the tree. 
The exercises here were of tke usual hilarious 
sort. There was much cheering. Dr. Peabody 
was cheered again and again. The class song 
Was sung, and there was_ the custom- 
ary scramble for the wreath of flowers. 
Next followed a succession of *‘teas’’—the little 
apeenes of early evening. One of the largest of 
these teas was given in a tent on grounds near 
Prof. Norton’s house. The evening was devoted 
to more dancing in Memorial Hall and the gym- 
nasium. In Memorial Hall from each of the chan- 
deliers was suspended cages of canary birds, whose 
singing was a pieasingfeature. From 7to9o’clock 
President Eliot received. Many of the guests hoy- 
ered about the college yard and buildings, which 
were brightly and artistically illuminated, until 
late, reluctant to leave the fascinating place, and 
the festival closed with a display of fire-works. 
Among those present during the day was a daugh- 
ter of ex-President Tyler.

HOW A GLASGOW FIRM WAS SWINDLED— 
THE VESSEL SUPPLIED WITH A SEVEN- 
TFHOUSAND-DOLLAR CARGO, 
From the San Francisco Call, June 17. 
Melbourne papers of a recent date give a 
graphic description of a well-conceived and skill- 
fully executed scheme to steal a steamer and ob- 
tain a quantity of valuable goods by false pre- 
tenses. The name of the steamer was the Ferret. 
She was 347 tons measurement, and fitted with 90- 
horse-power engines, In October last a leading 
firm of ship-store merchants in Glasgow was in- 
duced by a party named Walker to supply the ves- 
sel with a cargo that had been chartered from the 
Highland Railway Company. Walker gave out, by 
ambiguous allusion, that the vessel had been char- 


tered by a relative of the First Lord of the Admir- 
alty for a long yachting cruise. The goods supplied 
included a large stock of the highest class wines 
from London. After the merchants had supplied 
the cargo they presented their bill, amounting to 
£1,490. Mr. Walker gave a certified draft for the 
amount, payable inthree months, but before that 
time had elapsed the money was withdrawn, and 
when the draft was presented it was dishonored. 
Inquiries were then made for the Ferret, but 
proved fruitless. She had been taken from the 
Clyde to Cardiff by a crew of runners, who left her 
there, but the Captain and engineers staid with 
the vessel. The vessel was coaled up and a pew 
crew shipped. Fromthe Highland Railway Com- 
pany, from which the vessel had been chartered, it 
was learned that charter money had not been paid. 
Altogether, the accounts left unpaid in Glasgow 
for the Ferret were estimated at over £2,000. 
Under instructions from Lloyds, a watch was kept 
at every port where the vessel was thought likely 
to put in, but no trace of her could be found. On 
the 20th of Aprila vessel bearing the name “In- 
dia” entered the heads of Melbourne, and a con- 
stable stationed at Queenscliff came to the conclu- 
sion, from descriptions he had seen inthe papers, 
that the India was identical with the lost Ferret. 
He communicated his suspicions to a Commissioner 
of Customs, anda telegram was sent to the Cus- 
toms Department at Williamstown. It was found 
that no vessel of the tonnage given was on Lloyds’s 
register under the name of India, but there was 
one under the namo of Ferret. Many other sus- 
picious circumstances were noticed. The Captain 
never went ashore. The men were not allowed to 
leave the ship, and the fires were always kept 
ready for getting up steam at a moment’s notice. 
The Commissioner of Customs, aroused by the 
combination of suspicious circumstances, seized 
the vessel on the ground that she was under false 
register, and she was subjected to a rigid scrutiny. 
The name of the vessel had been filed off the bell. 
The number on the combing of the main hatch 
had been mutilated and altered. On being treated 
with kerosene the figures of the Ferret’s number 
distinctly appeared. In the ship’s books the name 
of the vessel had been removed, but a seaman’s 
advance note was found in one in the name of the 
Ferret, seomingly showing that the India and 
the Ferret were the same. 

By authority of the Commissioner of Customs 
the vessel was docked. A man under the name of 
Henderson, who represented himself as the owner 
of the vessel, was arrested, after an attempt to es- 
cape into the interior, on a charge of forging acer- 
tificate of registry. The engineer and crew of the 
vessel were allowed to go ashore, but the Captain 
had not been seen after the anchorage of the ves- 
sel. The chief officer and steward thought there 
was apossibility of their employers turning up. It 
was ascertained that Henderson, with his wife, 
walked about shore after the seizure of the vessel, 
and engaged a boatman that had been attending 
them to take them off and return. In no way were 
they intercepted, butj were allowed to goto the 
cabin previously occupied by them and take away 
what they desired. The day after the arrival 
of the steamer two heavy iron-bound boxes were 
placed in the custody of the station-master 
at Sandridge, and there remained till late in the 
afternoon, when a cabman presented a note signed 
G. Henderson to the railway official, requesting 
him to deliver the boxes in question to bearer. The 
request was complied with. The search made 
pte! disclosed that the vessel from the first 

ad started on acruise with the full intention of 
carrying on a complete course of swindling. In a 
small tin box have been found duty stamps of all 
nations, and Customs seals of all ports where a 
steamer would be likely to call have been seized. 
The original register with the articlesof the Ferret 
have also been found. The sale or contract note 
of the cargo of coffee, in the nameof G. 8. Hen- 
derson, in account with Messrs. Henderson & Co., 
of London, showing the amount recieved and bags 
damaged,has also been traced out. In this it appears 
with a letter found, that Henderson only received 
some £2,300 out of the cash received, forwarding 
bills to the amount of £8,000, to be made payable in 
London at some nine months’ date. These bills 
or drafts have now been stopped by telegram. In 
order to show that the person in charge of the In- 
dia had power to sell the cargo of coffee, a printed 
note-heading, supposed to come from a merchant’s 
firm at Laguayra, with a receipt duly stamped, was 
also traced. This dceument purported to be an 
acknowledgment that acargo of. coffee had been 
disposed of to G. 8. Henderson and duly paid for. 
The conspirators in this fraud had a code of cipher 
telegraph by which those at home could communi- 
cate with those aboard the vessel. They have all 
beenarrested, and are now awaiting trials—Hen- 
derson, alias Bolton, the reputed owner of the 
vessel; Wright, the Captain, and Wallace, the 
purser.

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THE SHENANDOAH CAMPAIGN ‘ OF 1864—ER-; 


BRORS OF BADEAU 8S BOOK, % 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your review of Badeau’s ‘* Military His- 
tory of Ulysses S. Grant” in the Tus.Trves of June, 
12 I find the following: i 

“Sheridan most justly receives very high praise: 
but Badeau takes care to warn his readers that in 
Sheridan’s famous Shenandoah campaign Grant ‘ di- 
rected him closely and constantly,’ and he narrates 
that Grant’s visit to Sheridan’s camp at Charlestown 
was so inspiring that ‘Sheridan was never timid after- 


ward. He learned to confide in himself and to know 
his own genius.’ ” 


Gen. Badeau’s book I have not read; the lengthy, 
and able review in Tar Tomes of the above-date I 
have very carefully read. I have been much inter- 
ested in the exposure given by that review of the. 
inaccuracies and falsities of the biographer, espe-/ 
cially as to matters in which the mere consultation’ 
of the official reports would seem to leave no mar- 
gin for error, but in nothing does this biographer’ 
appear historically weaker than in his language 
quoted above regarding Sheridan andthe Shenan- 
doah campaign of 1864. : : 

Before writing further, I would like to say that I 
was a soldier of almost four years’ service during 
the rebellion, and served under Sheridan auring the 
whole of the Shenandoak Valley campaign of 1864. 
I have a profound admiration for.the military 
genius and for the military services of both Grant 
and Sheridan; and it seemsto me deplorable that’ 


Gen. Badeau should seek to enhance the military 
reputation of our great captain (as THe Trmexs’s: 
review shows that he has) by belittling the services: 
of hie prominent subordinates. Of such a writer as! 
Gen. Badeau, considering his ability and the fact. 
that he must have had unlimited access to official, 
records, we certainly would have a right. to expect 
a fair and candid statement of facts. How well he 
has discharged this duty is illustrated in the above 
statements as to the Shenandoah campaign and in 
the official reports relating thereto. - 

Let the reader go back and read-the above ex-: 
tract from Tr Trmes’s review, and then read the 
following, which is taken from the “ Report of 
Lieut.-Gen. U. 8. Grant, of the Armies of the United 
States. 1864-5.” 


“The two armies os in such a position--the enemy’ 
on the west bank of the Opequan Creek, covering: 
Winchester, und our forces in front»of Berryville—' 
that either could bring on a battle at any time. De-. 
feat to us would lay open to the enemy the States of 
Maryland and Pennsylvania for long distances before 
another army could be interposed tocheck him. Under 
these circumstances, I hesitated about allowing the. 
initiative to be taken. pe gee the use of the Baltimore’ 
and Ohio Railroad, and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal, which were both obstructed by the enemy, be- 
came so indispensably necessary to us, and the im- 
portance of relieving Pennsylvania and Maryland 
from continuously threatened invasion so great, that 
I determined the risk should be taken. But 
fearing to telegraph the order for an attack 
without knowing more than I did as to 
Gen. Sheridan’s feelings as to what would be-the prob- 
able result, I left City Point on the 15th of} September’ 
to visit him at his head-quarters to deeide, after con-. 
ference with him, what should be done. I met him at: 
Charlestown, and he pointed out sodistinctly how each 
army lay, what he could do the moment he was author- 
ized, and expressed such confidence of success, that I 
saw there were but two words of instruction necessa- 
tt: Goin! * * * I asked him if he could get out 
his teams and supplies in time to make an attack on 
the ensuing Tuesday morning. His reply was that he 
could before daylight on Monday. He was off prompt- 
ly totime; and I may here add that the result was 
such that I have never since deemed it necessary to 
visit Gen. Sheridan before giving him orders.” __... ., 


It is so obvious from the above extract from Gen.’ 
Grant’s report that Sheridan planned his own cam- 
paign in the valley, fought his own battles, needed 
no spurring from the Lieutenant-General, was not 
‘directed closely and constantly,” was never 
“timid,” did always “confide in himself and; 
know his own genius,” and that the simple reason 
why the great opening battle of that campaign 
was not fought on the 19th of August, instead of: 
the 19th of September, was because Sheridan was 
restrained by his chief—that I am almost willing to: 
erg that Gen. Badeau never read Grant’s report’ 
at all.

ports of campaigns which are in themselves his- 
tory, are bad enough when perpetrated by a civil-; 
ian; but what shall we say of such a performance:

TAMMANY HALL DEFAULTERS. 
MEMBERS REFUSING TO PAY ASSESSMENTS— 
TROUBLE IN THE SEVENTH DISTRICT. 

At the meeting of the Tammany Hall Com- 
tnittee on Organization yesterday, there wasa care- 
ful inquiry in regard to the condition of the various 
District Committees. ‘ Boss” Kelly presided. The 
reports generally were more or less unsatisfactory. 
There were assessments in nearly all of the districts 
left unpaid by members, and all that the *‘ leaders”’ 
would say was that they hoped to be able to col- 
lect the debts in time. When the Seventh Assem- 


bly District was called there was a murmur in the 
nall. The Hon. William R. Roberts, who is the 
Tammany ‘Grand Mogul,”’ in the Seventh District, 
nas been, as everybody knows, rather lukewarm in 
bis allegiance to “Boss” Kelly, and many of 
the loyal followers of the _ great John 
guestion whether Roberts and his committee 
kre “in” or. “out” of Tammany. Kelly 
does not care to part with Mr. Roberts and his 
committee, but wants them to obey his orders. 
Roberts and his friends are independent, and are 
inclined to be disobedient to Mr. Kelly. Mr. 
Thomas Ryan, of the district, said at the meeting 
yesterday that the District Committee was ina 
good state of discipline, and he called upon Park 
Commissioner Lane, who was present, to corrob- 
orate his statement. Mr. Lane preserved a 
discreet silence, and at the earliest op- 
portunity left the meeting without committing 
himself to either one side or the other. Bernard 
¥. Martin, seconded by ex-Alderman William 
Lamb, secured the passage of a resolution appoint- 
ing a committee of five to investigate into the con- 
dition of the Seventh District organization. Mr. 
Roberts was not present to defend the organiza- 
tion of which he is the head.

Inthe Nineteenth Assembly District, where 
Alderman ‘* Joe’’ McAvoy is the Tammany leader, 
it appears that 14 members of the District Commit- 
tee are in arrears.

ATTEMPTED WIFE-MURDER. 
THE SAVAGE ATTACK MADE UPOK MRS, DEAN 
BY HER HUSBAND. 

William M. Dean, aged 37, a machinist, who 
was emyloyed as night engineer by Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger, butchers and dealers in hides and 
fat at the foot of East Forty-fifth-street, went to 
hishome at No.*835 East Forty-eighth-street, on 
Thursday night with a cheap seven-chambered re- 


volver of 22 calibre. He had never had a pistol be- 
fore, but his wife was not alarmed, although of 
late he had acted oddly and had disputed the pa- 
ternity of six of theirseven children, of whom three, 
the eldest 7 years and the youngest 3 months, sur- 
vive. During the evening Dean shotatarat. At 
2:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon Mrs. Dean was 
attending to her domestic affairs when her hus- 
band came home. He appeared to have been 
Senile, and two or three minutes after 
he had been in their apartment, which is on the 
third floor, he, without warning, began to fire at 
his wife. When three shots had been fired Mrs. 
Dean nppeared atthe window and implored help 
from persons who werein the street. One more 
shot was heard after this, and when Officer Davis, 
of the Nineteenth Precinct, entered the apart- 
ment, Dean was fondling the youngest child, which, 
during the shooting. lay on a bed in the room. 
Mrs. Dean was bleeding from a wound in the right 
collar-bone, one in the right arm at the elbow, one 
in the left cheek an inch and a half under the eye, 
and onein the right buttock. Dean had tried to 
discharge all the cartridges in the pistol, but two 
of them had missed fire. When the officer arrest- 
ed him he said “I did it,".and he was taken 
to the Fifty-first-street station-house, and 
then to the Yorkville Police Court, where 
Justice Murray eommitted him to await 
the results. At St. Luke's Hospital 
Mrs. Dean was attended by Dr. Campbell. The 
only wound about which any anxiety is felt is the 
one under the eye. If it does not extend upward 
so as to inflame the brain she will soon recover. 
She said that she was unable to account for her 
husband’s act. When he was confined in a cellin 
the court prison, Dean acted in a maudlin way, 
cried about his wife, and said that she was a good 
woman, although she used her tongue too freely.

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PREHISTORIC MAN. 
MR. R. L. STUARY’S GIFT TO THE MUSEUM 
OF NATURAL HISTORY. 

Before his departure for Europe, Mr, Robert 
L. Stuart, President of the Museum of Natural 
History, presented to the Museum the “De Mor- 
gan” collection of prehistoric stone implements, 
which he had purchased in 1877 for the sum of 
$4,400. This extensive collection served as a foun- 
dation for a department of prehistoric archzology, 
as it furnishes the means of comparison with our 
North American antiquities, which belong to the 
Indian stene age. This collection presented by 
Mr. Stuart illustrates the history of the river man 


of Northern France as well as that of man in the 
eat formation in the same region. The 

useum possessed already a small but well- 
selected series of objects belonging to the 
stone age in Denmark, purchased at the Centennial 
Exhibition. The hiatus between these two is filled 
by the magnificent collection deposited by Mr. G. 
L. Feuardent, which in itself includes a series of 
objects belonging to the period of the river ‘man 
in England, the cave man of Southern France, the 
latter from excavations made in the Marquis de 
Vibraye, from the tertiary and quaternary habi- 
tations of the Lovie Valley. The lacustrine pe- 
riod is fully represented in the Feuardent colleo- 
tion by the finds of Dr. Gross in the Swiss lakes, 
comprising stone implements with their original 
handles of stag-horn, jade axes, chisels, &c., pot- 
tery of all sorts, and finally, numerous tools and 
ornaments of the bronze age from _ the 
same locality. This collection is completed 
by the ovidisn implemerts from Greece. Prof. 
Spencer F. Baird, speaking of these two collec- 
tions now on exhibition in the Museum of New- 
York, sava that no museum on this continent, the 
Smithsonian included, possesses anything equal 
to those now brought together at the Museum 
ofjNatural History. We may add that ourown 
national antiquities are fully represented in the 
museum through the selections made by Messrs. 
Jones, Davis, and Haynes. In the attics of the 
museum may also be found two admirable col'ec- 
tions of Indian remains, made by Mr. A. E. 
Douglas and Mr. James Terry. There can be no 
doubt that the new President of the Museum, 
Mr. Morris K. Jesup, will show the same interest 
in archeology as was exhibited by Mr. Stuart. 
This department is under the immediate super- 
vision of Prof. Albert S. Bickmore, the Superin- 
tendent of the museum.

He said that in addition to the $8,000,000 
placed to his credit last Spring he had expended 
$8 000,000 more in the purchase of common and 
preferred stock of the Northern Pacific Company, 
the larger part being for preferred, and that this 
enabled him to accomplish the object he had in 
view, namely, to unite the Northern Pacific 
and Oregon Railway and Navigation Com- 
panies’ interests so as to prevent a conflict 
in the Valley of the Columbia’ River 
and to secure the Northern Pacific the great ad- 
vantages of the traffic controlled by the Oregon 
Company’s lines, which now include the railways 
in the Willamette Valley and their extension to 
California. The report was adopted and a yoteof 
thanks was passed to Mr. Villard for his action in 
the matter.. Mr. Villard then unfolded a scheme 
for the immediate formation of a new company, to 
be known as the Oregon Transcontinental Com- 
pany, under the laws of Oregon, which are liberal 
to such enterprises, with a capital of $50,000,000, to 
be used in absorbing the majority of the capital 
stock of the Northern Pacific and Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Companies and in building lateral 
lines and feeders, as well as in completing the con- 
solidated lines.

REPAIRS NEEDED ON THE TOMBS. 

An iron bridge, known as the “Bridge of 
Sighs,’’ leads to the City Prison from the Court of 
Special Sessions. This is a big stone building, 
forming part of the Tombs, but is under the care 
of the Commissioner of Public Works, who is in- 
trusted with the duty of keeping it in repair. A 
month ago some of the old plaster fell from the 
stones of the wall upon the bridge, and Warden 


Finn notified Commissioner Thompson that the 
wall needed repair. The matter, however, wae not 
attended to for some reason. Yesterday, when 
the court janitor was about to open the court-room 
for the day’s business, another quantity of crum- 
bled plaster fell upon the bridge, and it was 
noticed that the big wall was bulging out 
at the corner of the building in an ominous 
way. A large stone over one of the windows had 
become displaced, and protruded about an inch 
over the window. The stones above it were also 
more or less out of place, the ancient plastering 
having fallen away and left them insecure. Part 
of the wooden sash of the window was also pushed

out of place, and hung insecurely by a few nails. 
It.was evident that unless repairs were at once 
made the heavy granite coping would soon wreck 
the entire corner of the building. Upon makin 
this discovery, Warden Finn immediately close 
up the stone walk beneath the bridge along which 
tors and prisoners from other courts often pass, 
and sent word to Commissioner Thompson appris- 
ing him of the urgent need of repairing the un- 
safe wall at once. Itis probable that the insecure 
art of the building will be reconstructed. The 
‘ombs is built on what was formerly called ‘The 
Big Swamp.” The session of the Special Sessions 
Court was held as usual, notwithstanding the con- 
dition of the building. 


THE SEVENTH AT CREEDMOOR. 
SHOOTING FOR MARKSMEN 8 BADGES—¥INE 
SCORES IN MASS-FIRING. 


The Seventh Regiment occupied the ranges 


at Creedmoor yesterday. It was the first rifle prac- 
tice of the season under State orders. The regi- 
ment paraded only 452 men and officers out of an 
enrollment of about 800. Lieut.-Col. George Moore 
Smith wasin command. The regiment assembled 
in fatigue uniform, with their new helmets, in the 
armory at 6:50 A. M., and went by companies on 
the elevated railroad to the Thirty-fourth-street 


ferry, leaving Long Island City at8 o’clock on a 


special train, The range was reached at 9 o’clock. 


Line was formed for rifle-practice in the second 


class at 100 and 200 yards. Capt. Charles F, Rob- 
bins and Major Albert L. David, Regimental and 
Third Brigade Inspectors of Rifle-practice, respect- 
ively, superintended the shooting. The range was 
covered with blooming daisies, which dazzled like 
a snowy field the eyes of the riflemen. The eun 


shone brightly and a light breeze blew from left to 
right across the line of fire during the forenoon, 
but the range was so short that little inconvenience 
was experienced from the wind. The men were in 
fine spirits and made good scores at the shorter 
ranges. File and volley firing interfered with the 
practice in the first class at 200 and 500 yards. The 
range at 500 yards was, not covered until after the 
completion of the firt in masses, consequently 
many of those who qualified in the second class 
will compelled to visit the range on another day 


in order to complete their scores for the State 


decorations, 

The number of men and officers qualifying in the 
second class was as follows: Company A, 29; B, 
46; C, 47; D, 24: E, 89: F, 87; G, 22; H, 48; I, 34; 
K, 22; field, staff, and non-commissioned staff offi- 
cers, 10; total, 353. This number having made 25 
out of a possible 50 poinis, was entitled 
to shoot for marksmen’s badges. The file 
and volley firing was conducted in a 
more systematic manner than in former years. 
Five targets, each 18 feet long, were erected on the 
old range, The several companies were assembled 
in squads of 25 men front at the 200 yards’ firing- 
point before each target. Each man was supplied 
with five rounds of ammunition. At the first com- 
mand firing was conducted by squads, two rounds; 
next by ranks, one round. The men in the front 
and rear ranks then knelt on one knee successively, 
and each fired one round. The companies had been 
s0 thoroughly drilled in file and volley firing in the 
armory that their shooting was nearly perfect. 
The volleys were simultaneous, and most of the 
shots reached the targets, The scoring in file and 


volley firing is similar to class firing, excepting that 
the “inner,” counting 3 points, is omitted. The 
scores made by the several companies in this man- 
ner are as follows:

THE BOUCICAULT DIVORCE SUIT. 
ALIMONY AND COUNSEL FEES ALLOWED TO 
JHE WIFE OF THE DRAMATIST. 

Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, granted the motion in the suit of 
Agnes Robertson Boucicault for an absolute di- 
voree from Dion Boucicault, for temporary alimony, 
and a counsel fee in favor of the plaintiff, He also 
directed that Mrs. Boucicault should be permitted 
to see her infant children, who are in the custody 
of her husband, whenever she desires. The mo- 


tion for the rellef obtained was made some weeks 
ago by Col. George Bliss, counsel for Mrs. 
Boucicault. Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer opposed 
it on Mr. Boucicault’s behalf. The  afii- 
davits for the motion contained charges of 
matrimonial infidelity against Mr. Boucicault. Those 
opposing it did not rebut the charges, but merely 
told how erratic and extravagant Mrs. Boucicault 
had been in her domestic affairs. ‘‘ The marriage 
of the parties,’’ says Judge Donohue, *‘ is admitted 
by the defendant, and while he somewhat dramati- 
cally says that he need not answer the scandals— 
i. €., the charges of adultery—I cannot take that asa 
denial, but must accept it as an admission. He 
must remember that the court is trying the facts, 
not he trying his wife. * The plaintifi’s 
merits being admitted, I think she is entitled to the 
relief she asks. So far as the amount is concerned, 
that is a matter easily disposed of, as the defend- 
ant in his negotiations has shown what he thinks 
proper. After any and all the factsin regard to 
extravagance in her financial affairs were known 
to him, he made arrangements whereby he offered 
£600 a year to her, without adding the care of the 
house where she then was. Thatisthe amount 
which I fix, and an allowance of $500 to counsel, 
which I think, under the circumstances, reason- 
able. Another question to be disposed of is ,the 
request in the motion that she have the right to see 
her children. This, I think, should be granted. 
There is nothing in the case save the defendant's 
implied hints and innuendoes (except the question 
of extravagance, which Ido not pass on) in the 
slightest reflecting on the plaintiff. What terrible 
facts the defendant can disclose it certainly is out of 
the power of the court to find. But ks the motion 
called on the defendant to defend himself with facts, 
and he has, as tothe extravagance, gone fully and 
strongly into it, it is not to be inferred that he has 
any other tacts to defend himself; and, standing as 
he does on the motion. not“denying the offense 
charged, it would seem to bea natural result to 
find that he has disclosed all he could affirm against 
his wife, and that there is nothing in her conduct 
that he can set ur asa defense, and she should 
have the right asked.”’

THE CASE OF MR. TINSDALE. 

The Executive Committee of the Republican 
Central Committee met last evening in Republican 
Hall, at Broadway and Thirty-third-street, with 
Police Commissioner Joel W. Mason in the chair 
and Police Justice Solon B. Smith Secretary. The 
appeal of E. G. Tinsdale, who was expelled from 
the Ninth Assembly District Republican Associa- 
tion in February last, was the matter before the 


committee. The special committee Messrs. Ernest 
Hall, Charles N. Taintor, and Judge J. C. J. Lang- 
bein, appointed to take testimony and report upon 
the case, presented as the result of their labors 400 
pages of closely written testimony, and reported 
that in their judgment the action of the Ninth Dis- 
trict Association in expelling Mr. Tinsdale 
from its membership was_ perfectly proper. 
Mr. Tinsdale had opposed the nomination 
of ex-Alderman John WW. Jacobus, the 
President of the association, for the position of 
United States Marshal for the Southern District of 
New-York, and it is claimed by his friends that he 
was expelled for freely speaking his. mind upon 
the subject of Mr. Jacobus’s nomination. Col. 
George Bliss offered a resolution last night that, as 
Mr. Tinsdale had been sufficiently punished, the 
committee should direct his reinstatement in the 
association. This was strongly opposed by_ ex- 
Alderman Jacobus, and fiery speech-making 
upon .the resolution lasted for nearly two 
hours. Messrs. Joel . Mason, Solon B. 
Smith, Col. Michael Burns, ex-Alderman Bernard 
Biglin, Col. George Bliss, Victor Heinberger, John 
H. Brady, Isaac O. Hunt, and J.C. J. Langbein, 
voted for the passage of the resolution, and 
Messrs, Charles N. Taintor, Hugh Gardner, Ernest 
Hall, and Francis Snyder voted against it. ‘he 
resolution was then declared carried, and the mat- 
ter will go before the next regular meeting of the 
Republican Central Committee, which will be held 
in September. A special meeting may be called, 
however, at any time to consider the subject.

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DEATH OF SILAS (0. HERRING. 
BRIEF OUTLINE OF THE CAREER OF THE 
WELL-KNOWN SAFE MANUFACTURER. 
Silas C. Herring, the well-known manufac- 
turer of safes, died suddenly at his residence, in 
Plainfield, N. J., on Thursday evening, in the 
seventy-cighth year of his age. He had been ailing 


for several months with rheumatic gout, but his 
health was improving, and his death was entirely 
unexpected. Mr. Herring worked himself up from 
being a farmer’s boy till he became one of the fore- 
most manufacturers in the country, and made his 
name familiar in almost every civilizedland. In 
1821, when he was 17 years old, he entered his 
uncle’s grocery store in Albany as a clerk. His 


parents lived in Brookfield, Mass., and when he 


reached Albany he had nothing but the 


clothes he wore and a few cents in his 
pockets. During his residence in Albany the 
young clerk made the acquaintance of a 
mumber of prominent business men and 
politicians, who afterward became his warm 
‘friends. Among the friendsthen gained was the 


Hon, Thurlow Weed. He remained in the grocery 
for six years, until his uncle sold out and opened 


an exchange office. Silas became his assistant in 
the new business, and succeeded him in,its man- 
agement at the uncle’s death. The business pros- 
pered, and young Herring formed a partnership 
with a Mr. Gough, a steam-boat steward, the firm 
name being Herring & Gough. In this enterprise 
he made his first $10,000, and he became so well 
known at the capital that Gov. Throop made him 
Paymaster of the Fifth Artillery, and he afterward 
became Colonel of that regiment. In the Winter of 
1834 Mr, Herring closed his business in Albany and 
removed to this City, where he opened a wholesale 
grocery store at No. 62 Front-street, the firm name 
being Herring & Greene. Inthe same block, and 
engaged in the same business, were E. D. Morgan 
and President Sherman, now of the Merchants’ 
Bank. The business centre of the City was then 
below Canal-street, and the Bowling Green was 
the resort of the fashionable families, who lived 
for the most part in East Broadway and on the 
East Side. After a year of successful business 
Herring & Greene were burned out in the great 
fire of 1835. The firm was insured, but nearly all 
the insurance companies went into bankruptcy 
efter the fire, and the young grocers were ruined. 
Their credit was still good, however, and they 
soon started again with a third partner, the firm 
then being Herring, Greene & Co. This firm last- 
ed for two years, and then failed in the great com- 
mercial crisis of 1837. 

For three years succeeding the failure Mr. Her- 
ring battled with adverse fortunes, and then he 
formed the acquaintance, in the Howard House, of 
Enos Wilder. ilder had discovered the secret of 
the non-conducting power of plaster of Paris, and 
he made a primitive kind of safe, which he called 
the Salamander. The makers of other safes ridi- 
culed this invention, and Wilder challenged them 
to a public test, which was made at the Coffee- 
house-slip, foot of Wall-street, in 1840. The safes 
were all destroyed in the test but the Sala- 
mander, and that preserved the books and papers 
that had been put in it. Herring immediately 
opened negotiations with Wilder, and was 4 
pointed agent for his safes, beginning business in 
1841. Three years later he bought the sole right to 
make the Salamander safes, paying Wilder a 
royalty of 1 cent a pound. Mr. Herring’s first 
manufactory and sales-rooms were at Water and 
Depeyster streets. Only one locksmith was em- 
ployed, and he furnished the locks as fast‘as the 
safes were made. Although the prices were then 
only from $40 to $250, sales were slow. Mr. 
Herring soon made improvements in the 
Wilder safes, and one of his tests, at 
the foot of Wall-street, was witnessed by the 
elder Bennett and by Horace Greeley. Before 
many years had elapsed he moved his factory to a 
larger building,in Washington-street,and employed 
20 men. In 1849 he moved to the premises now oc- 
cupied, at Hudson-street and Ninth-avenue, a fives 
story building covering half an acre of ground, the 
firm then being Herring & Co. At that time 50 
men comprised his entire working force, and safes 
costing $500 were looked upon as curiosities. Now 
there are employed in the factory upward of 600 
men, and safes or vaults are frequently built cost- 
ing $50,000. In 1851 he put $1,000 in the drawer of 
one of his safes, and offered to give it to anybody 
who could getit. The offer was left open fora 
month, but nobody got the money. In 1852 Mr. 
Herring stopped manufacturing safes under the 
Wilder patent, having paid the inventor $154,000 
royalty in four years. 

Mr. Herring was one of the early members of the 
Republican Party in this State. He was frequently 
offered the nomination for various offices, but al- 
‘ways declined until 1847, when he became the Whig 
candidate for the office of Assistant Alderman 
from the Ninth Ward. He was elected and served 
one term, and in 1849 he was elected Alderman of 
the same ward. These were his only ventures in 
politics, but while he was in office he won the es- 
teem alike of friends and adversaries by his 
straightforward, manly course. He was a warm 
supporter of the Union during the war of the re- 
bellion, and sent two of his sons to the front, one 
of whom, Silas F. Herring, fell, mortally wounded, 
in a charge upon the enemy in the battle of Mur- 
freesboro. He contributed largely from his 
wealth in furnishing men and _ supplies for 
the Government, and few wealthy men. in this 
City have aided the suffering and deserving 
poor, to a greater extent, or been more unostenta- 
tious in their charities. He was one of the original 
incorporators of the Juvenile Asylum, and gave a 
large sum of money to that institution. In 1858 he 

urchased the library of the late Dr. Credner, Pro- 
essor of Theology in the University of Gressen, in 
Germany, consisting of about 2,500 volumes, and 
presented it to the Universalist Theological Semi- 
nary, at Clinton, in this State. Subsequently he 
contributed $5,000 to the same institution for the 
erection of a fire-proof library building, which 1s 
named after him. At different times he was a 
Director of, or was connected in other 
capacities with, the Broadway, and the Import- 
ers and ‘Traders’ Bank, the Manhattan 
and Broadway Savings Banks, the Manhattan 
and National Life Insurance Companies, the Park 
Fire Insurance, and the Firemen’s Fund Insurance 
Company. For several years he had sought rest 
and quiet, leaving his large business interests in 
able hands. He was a large, fine-looking man, 
somewhat above the average height, with a robust 
physique, iron-gray hair, and a genial,-pleasant 
countenance. Earlier in his life he was a great 
traveler, and visited, with his family, most of the 
eapitals of Europe. The interment will ba in 
Green-Wood Cemetery, probably to-morrow after- 
noon, with services in one of the City churches, 
but the details of the funeral arrangements have 
not yet been settled.

TRYING TO ROAST THEIR FOREMAN. 

At the brick works at Singack, N. J., of 
which Sheriff Van Voorhies and William I. Healy 
are the proprietors, it has been necessary for some 
time to begin work at 40’clock in the morning, 
the place being overrun with orders.

SMALL-POX IN BROOKLYN. 

The Health authorities of Brooklyn were in- 
formed by an unsigned letter on Thursday even- 
ing that several members of two Polish families 
residing at Nos. 102 and 104 Twenty-first-street, 
South Brooklya, were sick with small-pox. A sani- 
tary inspector found at the former number Annie 
Kileski, aged 14; Mary, aged 16; Francis, aged 5, 
and Annie R., aged 3 months, suffering from 
the disease. At No. 104, Annie Usafor- 
veitch, aged 16, and her brother Leon- 
ard were also _ suiferin from __ small-pox. 
The neighborhood is thickly settled with poor peo- 
ple, but the parents of the sick children managed 
to conceal the nature of the disease for several 
days. Kileski, who is employed at the South Brook- 
lyn car stables, went to his work every day, and 
his wife went out washing. When asked why he 
did not call in a doctor, he said he was at first de- 
terred by the expense, and then, finding that the 
disease was smail-pox, he wished to prevent the 
removal of his children to a hospital. The Usafor- 
veitchs and Kileskis are related by marriage, and 


are constantly going in and out of each other's 
houses. By order of the health authorities the 


4 sick children were removed to the Smali-nox Hos- | 


pital at Flatbush and the houses thoroughly fumi- 
gated and disinfected. All the children in the 
neighborhood were vaccinated.
